JOHN WENIWORTH. 
HIS VIEW OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The announcement that the Hon. John Went- 
worth would speak at McCormick Hall last 
evening drew together the largest assemblage of 
the campaign. There are 2,500 seats in the 
house. All these were occupied, the main floor 
and the gallery being crowded, and several hun- 
dred people being obliged to stand up. No one 
presided, Mr. Wentworth being both President 
and orator. He was greeted with cheers when 
he ascended the platform, and, coming forward, 
spoke substantially as follows: 

It was rather late in the day to speak at a 
political meeting, and he had but little thought 
of addressing the citizens of Chicago until 
foreign aid was introduced to bring pational 
politics to bear upon a local campaign. We in 
the city knew what ailed us, and were capable of 
applying the proper remedv.

As 
instances, he cifed the case of Gen. Hill, 
who was called to the chair. in the 
United States Senate by Vice-President Wilson?; 
of Gen. Longstreet, who holds a Government 
position in New Orleans; and of Mosby and 
others, saying that the Republicans were run- 
ning one thing up North, and another down 
South to influence votes. The negroes were 
frightened into voting the ticket by being told if 
the other party got control of national affairs 
they would be put back into slavery.

AT HEADQUARTERS. 
THE REPUBLICANS. 

The Republican headquarters enjoyed a quiet 
during theday. The Secretary was present, and 
from time to time candidates and applicants for 
money would appear.

Little if anything was done by the Committee 
for this district during the day, and many visitors 
at the general headquarters were loud in their 
complaints at the treatment accorded Mr. Smith.

Wa . Under the election laws of this State, a 
citizen is required to have resided in an election pre- 
cinct or district for thirty days next preceeding an 
election, in order to qualify him to vote; and 

Wuenreass, The law requires — on election day, 
no liquor or other gpg shall be sold or 
given away, at retail, nor shail any bar-room or place 
where liquor or intoxicating drinks are sold, at retail, 
be open upon said day ; therefore, 

I, Harvey D. Colvin, Mayor of the City of Chicago, 
do hereby declare that all persons who shall violate 
any of the provisions of the Registry law, or shail be 
guilty of “repeating” at the polis, and all persons 
who shall sell or give away any or other intoxicating 
drinks, on Tuesday, Nov. 3, 1874, the same being elec- 
tion day, shall be subjected to all the 
fines, penalties, and punishments that are now pro- 
vided by law, and that the provisions of the law will 
be strictly carried out. 

The following are the provisions of the State law 
referring to illegal voting and the sale of liquor: 

ILLEGAL VOTING. 

‘To constitute residence, under the Election laws of 
ah Gate, 9 eee shall have resided in the election 
precinct or district for the term of thirty days; and 
no person shall be entitled to vote at any election 
under the laws of this State, excepting under charters

“ Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be subject to all the fines, | , and punish-

20 rods to & neigbor’s, where he jell down he!p- 
less. His tracks were marked by pieces of flesh 
that had fallen off his body, and on the halters 
of his horses were large pieces of skin. He was 
immediately taken up bythe peighbors and 
placed in bed, and died the next morving. His

Kidnapping of Two Children 
in Chenoa, II. 


A Man and His Wife Murdered in 
St. Paul, 


Continuance of the Washington Safe- 
Burglary Trial. 


Record of Minor Crimes. 


Two Little Girls Carried Off at Che- 
noa on Their Way te School, 

Cuernoa, [il., Nov. 2.—Tnis morning, at half- 
past 8 o’clock, two little giris, named respective- 
ly Flora and Millie, the younger aged 8, the other 
10, while on their way to school, were met by a 
carriage containing four men, one of them sup- 
posed to be the father of the girls. Twoof the men 
immediately alighted from the carriage, seized 
the two girls, and forced them into the carriage, 
placing their cloaks over their mouths to keep 
them from screaming. When this was done 
they drove off at a rapid pace. As soon as the 
facts became known, Mr. Thomas Edwards, the 
uncle of the girls, and with whom they had been 
living, A. B, Seybolt, M. W. Kenks, and Gus 
Balback started after them with a fast horse. 
Up to this time gee has been heard from 
them. The mother of these girls died some 
time since, and, as a dying request, desired Mr. 
Edwards to bring up her children. The father 
remarried lately. He made a demand for the 
children some two weeks ago, which was refused 
both by the children and Mr. Edwards. He now 
takes them by force. 


A Man and His Wife Brutally “lur- 
dered, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Nov. 2.—The murders per- 
petraied on Tenth street last night appear to 
have been premeditated by Laudenschiaeger, 
Rapp, and Mrs. Rapp, and execnted without 
the usual previous preparation of getting drunk. 
Lick and wife, the victims, being widower and 
widow, married last winter, and the united 
families numbered eleven children. To econo- 
mize they rented part of their lot to Rapp, since 
when, being too close neighbors, many 
quarrels fotlowed, aud lLandenschlaeger a 
next neighbor, took part with the 
Rapps. The taree together waited for 
Lick and wife, who were returoing home about 
10°0'clock. Landenschlaeger made the attack, 
striking Mre. Lick two biows on the bead, each 
breaking the skull sufficiently to cause instant 
death. As Mrs. Lick fell dead, Rapp and wife 
assailed Lick, the man striking him on the head 
aud hoiding him while the woman sought to out 
his throat, but failed on account of his wearing 
a heavy neckerchief. Lick fell insensible from 
the blows, his hands and face badly cut, and died 
about 4 this afternoon. The -evidence before 
the Coroner's jury waa conclusive in every re- 
spect, and a verdict was rendeyed accordingly.

THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


Annual Keport of the Commissioner 
oi the General] Land-Gilice. 
Washington (Oct, 29) Dispatch to Ue Philadelphia 
lrest. 

Commissioner Burdett, of the General Land- 
Office, in his annual report now submitted to 
the Secretar y of the Interior, concurs ‘heartily 
with the recommendations made by his prede- 
cessor for a consolidation of the existing home- 
stead and pre-emption laws. He ssys the ex- 
perience of every year confirms the conclusion, 
long sin ce reached. that the machinery of pre- 
emption laws furnishes ready means of 
fraud, and ought for thet reason to be 
changed, whilst the now well-settled policy 
of holding pubic domain for the benetit of 
actual and productive use may well be aided by 
the certainty and simplicity mmcident vo a singte 
method of disposal as contemplated by the pro- 
posed legislation. He calis the attention of 
Congress to tbe necessity of repealing the law 
requiring claimants of confirmed private land- 
claims to defray the cost of the survey of their 
claims. Such legigjlation, he says, is now 
urgently neeaed, as would enable this office at 
once to cause the segregation of the private 
from the public lands, and thereby bring into 
market a region of country now unlawfully 
monopolized uvder indefinite grants from for- 
eign Governments. Legislation is also recom- 
mended havipg in view the abolition of the 
present very unsatisfactory system of adjudi- 
cation of private land-claims in the Territories 
of New Mexico, Colorado, and Arizona, and the 
adopting of a system sometbing similar to that 

which was established for California. 

OCommissiover Bardeté in this report discusses 
the interesting question of the right of Indieus 
to acquire titie to pubiic lands after they have 
abandoned tribal relations. He quotes froma 
decision of the Hon. J. D. Cox, wien Seoretary 
of the interior, in February, 1870, in accordance 


with which the General Land Olfice issued a 


circular of instructions to Registers and Re- 
ceivers, extending the right of homestead eotry 
to Indians who brought themselves within the 
conditions laid down in that decision. Under 
this authority a number of tais class of persons 
have availed themselves of the privilege offered, 
and their entries are awaiting final proof. It is 
now learned that the question of the status of 
such individual lodians as may elect to abandon 
their tribal re'ationship to the question of citi- 
zeuship has, though not in any matter having 
conbnection with the admivistration of the al- 
fairs of this office, been again brought to the 
attention of the Department, and tiat a decision 
has been reached by Secretary Delano in respect 
to it opposite to that on which the present prac- 
tice is based. Endertaining no doubt whatever 
of the correctness of the latter decision, Com- 
missioner Burdett says he ‘shail feel compelled 
torevoke the ciroular of April 1, 1870, and to 
bold for cancellation all entries of this class now 
pending, unless Congress shail, by appropriate 
legislation, give them validity.” He further 
says, op the invitation of this office, that these 
peisous have been induced to renounce their 
tribal relations, with ali attendant privileges 
and benefits, and they should pot now be de- 
prived of the equivalent offered. I, therefore, 
recommend that such legislation be Lad as shall 
give stability to all homestead affairs, which, 
otherwise being found in accordance with law, 
are subject to be defeated, on account of the 
Indian descent of the claimant. I venture 
tue suggestion that the bomestead laws be so 
amended as to invest this class of persons with 
the full right of participation in their benefits, 
upon their severance of their tribal relation and 
relinquishment of benefits incident thereto. To 
such as have given the problem of Indian civili- 
zation aud citizenship careful study, it has long 
been manifest that a chief obstacle to the ad- 
vaucement of the race is found in the system of 
‘‘ownersbip in common ” of all landed property 
claims by the tribe, and the consequent absence 
of ail those inducements to frugality and in- 
dustry incide:ft to the methods of our tenures, 
avd which are the foundation of our material 
civilization. The process of the homestead 
law presents the exact schooling required to 
correct @ Vicious system prevailicg among the 
tribes from their earliest bistory. It corrects 
the roving instinct by requiring a residence in 
the same place for five years. It enforces hab- 
its of industry by the requirement of improve- 
ment and cultivation of the land, and must re- 
sult in that added self-respect, and consequent 
capacity for usefulness, which ownership brings 
with it. Such on observance of the provisions 
of the Homestead law as would be evidenced by 
the grant of a patent-right well answers any 
necessary conditions of naturalization, and fur- 
nish the best possible test of capacity for citi- 
zenship. It is worthy of consideration whether 
it would not be well and just, not only to pro- 
vide that the homestead privilege be extended 
in the manner before suggested, and that the 
receipt of a patent issued under the Homestead 
law shall entitle the rights of a citizen of the 
United States.

and it 1s little mattor what the form of the gar- 
ments may be; if they do not leave room for the 
lungs to expand, without displacing other 
organa, there is a failure. ‘odo this, vou must 
remove, wholly or in greater part, all external 
supports of the wal's of the chest. As those 
have been so long worn, those walls have become 
enfeebled for want of use, and cannot at once 
be ealled upon to do all the duty for which Na- 
ture designed them. Corsets and tea are the 
dissipations of woman, as tobacco and whisky 
are those of men, If men are unable to give 
up their dissipations without an_ effort 
which sometimes is almost equivalent 
to tearing soul and i. body asunder, 
can we expect that women will resign 
their equally-murderous, false supports, witbout 
suffering and self-denial. The fact that women, 
who were made to stand upright, beside their 
mates, have come to depend upon whalebone to 
maintain their position, is sufficiently alarming 
to call for a strong effort on their part to regain 
their lost power, If they fail to make this ef- 
fort, will they not soon crawl, like the old enemy 
of Eden? To those who feel that a wasp-waist 
is dearly bought at the cost of leaden eyes, 
blanched cheeks, pinched features, pains innou- 
merable, diseases unmentior lable, premature old 
age, and early death, I would Bay, get rid of 
your bonds gradually.

Be spx need in the 
morping with the alcohol and water, and rubbed 
again. Then dress in your new garment, baving 
all your bands and dress-waist adjusted to the 
inward size. Avoid extra exertion for a few 
days, and continue the sponging and friction 
pight and morning. Scand up, often, in pure 
air; throw back your shoulders; and, for 
ten times, try how large a beath you can 
take, —drawing the air through vour nos- 

trils’ siowly; and is will be strange if, 

in one month, you are not ten years younger thau 
when you began. When your chest fills your 
carrya'l so that it begins to cramp you when you 
take a long breath, make a larger one, and let 
out dreases apd bands, Cultivate the waist as 
diligently as you have hitherto repressed its 
growth, and, if ‘the result is not a degree of 
hbealih and bappimess, ef brightened eyes and 
rounded cheeks, at presept unknown to you, 
Nature has maagea mistake in pniting you to- 
gether, or you have sinned away your dav of 
grace in outraging Ler jaws uni you are beyond 
pardon. 

Almost any woman oughi to be able to cut and 
make these carryalls trom the above déscrip- 
tion, but, to thosé who cannot, I will send pat- 
tern by mail for 25 cents. This is as low asl can 
get paper and a@ person to prepare them; but I 
would rather every woman should use ber own 
hands and braius in making tbem herself, for 
that much extra menta! and physical effort would 
be good for most invalias.

The **Jump-in.’? 
To the Fditor of The Chieaoo Tribune: 

Srr: As there seems to be an unnsual interest 
in the question of dress-reform, I send yon the 
following description of a new invention which 
has just come to lizht in this city, aud, in con- 
tradistinction to Mrs. Swisshe!m's ‘* Get-In,” has 
been christened the ** Jump-In.” 

This garment is made of two pieces of cloth, 
reaching ia length from the neck tothe ankles, 
if desirable. It has one seam un the back, a 
seam in each leg, anda short seam over each 
shoulder. When these are sewed up, the gar- 
ment makes a complete suit. itis cutso as to 
tit the curve of the back nicely, and fits the limbs 
assmoothly as a pair of men’s pants. It is 
cut doubie-breasted, in ‘the exact shape 
of a field-officer’s army uniform coat, 
and is mrade to fit the body loosely. by the same 

rinciple of cutting, a jacket is made to fit the 
bode. closely ; and a separate pair of pants, with 
waist-band, completes a suit which can be cut to 
fit smoothly throughout. The garmeuts can be 
made high-necked and long-sleeved or low- 
pecked and short-sleeved. 

Tbe idea of the inventor is, that a lady should 
wear ove cotton and ope woolen undergarment, 
cut all together. Over this, in winter, she could 
wear a heavy cloth suit, cut in pants and jacket, 
separate. The pants to be supported by sus- 
penders, and stocking-supporis to be fastened 
to the lower part of the eee Over this thick 
cloth suit, the dress anda light skirt is to be 
worn. Acorset would be ungecessary, as the 
cloth suit would fit the lady smootily, and give 
all the support needed, although a corset could 
be worn under or over this jacket, if desirable. 
This cloth suit could be wadded, and made as 
warm as a man’s coat, if necessrry. 

The advantages claimed for this system of 
dressing are: the resting of the weight of all 
clothing upon the shoulders; the dispensing 
with several skirts hung upon the waist; the 
clothing of the body and limbs in @ manner to 
injare the free circulation of the blood, freedom 
of action, convenience, and comfort. It does 
not interfere in the least with present etvies, and 
in no way changes the outward appearance of 
ladies’ dresses. This invention is perfectly sim- 
ple, anybody being able to make the garment 
readily after obtaining the pattern. So far as I 
know, it is the only pattern that permits of a 
perfeet fit. “bere is no waste of material, near- 
ly every shred of cloth being used to advantage. 

The garment is susceptible of being very nice- 
ly finished; is neat in its general appearance ; 
and, when "tastefully embroidered, is beautiful 
in its graceful lines. There is so littie work in 
making it that ladies can weil afford to finish it 
off with embroidery. All ladies who have seen 
it admire the garment wary much indeed. F, 


An Aged mantedidite amséiueds 

Chancellor Runyon has just rendered a decis- 
ion in one of the most remarkable cases ever 
brought before the New Jersey State courts.

norance of this fact her husband, who is some 
twenty-five years her senior, afterwards paid 
small balance of the peenane money. Mrs. Per- 
sons then started a boarding-bouse, and among 
her guests was a man named Isaac Farthing, who 
was very near her own age. An attachment 
sprung up between Mrs. Persons and this man, 
and io proportion as the attachment grew was 
the old busband treated with cruelty. In Oc- 
tober, 1872, the pair took possession of the house, 
Mrs. Persons putiing a single dollar into the 
hands of her husband, and turning him ont on 
the sireet.

Col. Waterman, on be- 
half of the creditcrs of the Home Mutual 
Insurance Company asked that the dividend to 
his eliente should be paid separately from that 
to the creditors of the Chicago Fire Insurance 
Company, claiming that the former Company 
had suffered leas loss. The matter will be 
brought up before Judge Blodgett probably 
very soon for settlement.

“eurred in Louisiana yesterday. The returns are 
very incomplete. It appears so far that the 
Democrats have gained largely throughout the 
State, carrying New Orleans by 15,000 majority, 
and probably four out of the six Congressional 
Districts. Am unexpected development of the 
day was the polling of a large Conservative vote 
by the negroes. 


Voters in the southern towns of Cook County 
should bear in mind that the best candidate for 
County Commissioner they will bave a chance to 
vote for to-day is Mr. E. K. Bruce. Mr. Bruce is 
one of Nature’s noblemen—a modest, retiring, 
sincere man, who has consented to serve the 
pubiic in an office that can be of no advantage te 
him except as a tax-payer. He ought to be elect- 
ed by a nearly unanimous vote.

Correspondence between Gen. Shaler and Mr. 
Franklin MacVeagh, President of the Chicago

men of this city will join with him in regretting 
that his office has not ampler powers and greater 
promise of usefulness. However, we are thank- 
ful to have him even with these unfavorable

Mr. John Wentworth may lay the flattering 
unection to his soul that he has a strong hold on 
the popular heart in Chicago. The announce- 
ment .f a speech from himdrew to McCormick 
Hall last night an immense audience,—the 
largest of the campaign in this city. A point 
well taken by the speaker was that the interfer- 
ence of party managers in local elections should 
-be stopped. Senator Ogiceby, for instance, can- 
not aid the people te s proper selection of Alder- 
men by rehearsing his Rebellion speeches.

The result of this day's 
election wili convince workingmen of the 
folly of ronning after biatant and loud- 
mouthed demagogues, and that if they 
have wrongs which need reforming, men who 
talk so glibly about leveling Chicago and hang- 
ing people to lamp-posts are not the ones to ob- 
tain them. Respectable people of all classes 
ard all parties will alike rejoice in this result, 
and be thankful that to-morrow there will be an 
end of Klings and Hoffman and their noisy 
gabble and incendiary nonsense. 


AN IRATE ORGAN. 
The National Republican, of Washington, D. 
C., the principal organ of the third-term faction, 
has become suddenly spiteful and irate. In its 


leaded article charging the reeponsibility for the 
recent reverses of the Republican party upon 
‘‘ the Daweses, Garfields, and Fosters,”’ who have 
weakly and wickedly connived at investigations 
into the alleged corruptions of the various de- 
partments of the Government. This article is so 
evidently “inspired” and so decidedly savage 
that we transfer it to our columns. The same 
issue of the Republican has an article entitled 
‘* Who Are They ?” meaning thereby to inquire 
who and what are those newspapers that are ask- 
ing Gen. Grant to decline a third term in ad- 
vance of the expiration of his second term. 
There are only five or six such papers, it savs, 
and it enumerates them. It is good enough to 
include Tue Cuicaco TRisvune ip the number. 

We recognize the fact that the Republican 
is trying to whip the New York 7imes, Indianap- 
olis Journal, etc., over our shoulders, and we do 
not object to that innocent diversion. But we 
must be permitted to say that Tue Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE has not demanded and does not demahd 
a statement from Gen. Grant whether he will or 
will not be a candidate for a third term. We do 
not care whether he is a ‘candidate or not. We 
know that he will not be nomimated by any polit- 
ical party, and that he cannot run successfully 
agsan independent candidate. We have treated 
the third-term business as preposterous gabble 
from the beginning, and we fully concede that 
Gen. Grant cannot be rizhtfully called upon to 
say anything on the subject. It ought to be 
assumed universally that there is no such thing 
as third term contemplated by anybody except a 
few Custom-House Appraisers, who fancy they 
would lose their places by a change of Admin- 
istration, and thua tardily get their deserts. 

After soundly berating these impertinent and 
hypothetical newspapers, the Republican comes 
down on them heavy,—thus : 


Their position before the country, —defeated and re- 
pudiated im the last Presidential campaign,—tbeir 
political relation to the Republican party, and their 
personal relations to the President bimeself, preclude 
ab answer to their demand. 


There! The New York Times, Baitimore 
American, Indianapolis Journal, St. Louis Globe, 


Concord Monitor, and other newspapers that have 
either demanded a statement from the President 
or expressed very decidedly their disapproval of 
the third-term scheme, can now see in what 
sort of a crowd they are training. Dog 
Tray was never in worse company. If 
they get hit over the head, they needn’t 
complain. We sympathize with them, all and 
singular. The lash of that Washington news- 
paper, with ite 1,500 subscribers among the De- 
partment clerks, is so extremely cutting! The 
New York Times has intimated that the Repub- 
lican is controlled, if not owned, by the Adminis- 
tration. If so, the gad must be doubly lacerat- 
ing. 

A word seems tobe called for by the Repub- 
tcan’s vicious attack on tne ‘“ Daweses, Gar- 
fields, and Fosters” of the Republican 
party. This list of names is obviously in- 
tended to include all persons who are 
in favor of investigating charges of corruption, 
with a view of putting a stop to the charges if 
they are not true, and to the corruption if they 
are true. The Repubiican insists vehemently 
that there shall be no investigations, and it de- 
nounces bitterly those who have taken part in 
such investigations heretofore. It lays down 
the broad party maxim that, Whatever is, is 
right. The coolness with which this position is 
taken and maintained is semi-military. We 
fancy that the Republican, and whoever else 
may entertain such stiff notions of discipline, 
will have a good time carrying their ideas into 
effect.

The St. Louis papers narrate a story of bro- 
tality which appeals to every living being with an 
atom of human sympathy in his composition. A 
man named Mulvay was arrested a day or two 
ago om the charge of maltreating his in- 
fant stepdaughter. His wife's eldest child 
heard the infant crying and made a search for 
it. She found the poor little innocent under 
the house. The infant’s stepfather bad placed. 
it there, and carefully boarded up the aperture 
to prevent its escape. When taken out the poor 
chila wae nearly dead from cold and hunger, its 
limbs so benumbed that it could not stand alone. 
The young sister conveyed it to a neighbor, who 
warmed aad fed it and carried it back to its un- 
natural mother. This personage received her 
revived offspring with evident disappointment, 
and threatened to put an end to the charitable 
lady who had sheltered it. When her husband 
returned he placed the child once more in its 
chilly prison, and the demonstration which 
ensued among the neighbors caused an inquiry 
by the police and the arrest of Mulvay and his 
wife. Such cruelty upon a mere infant seems 
aimoss incredible upon any other hypothesis 
than that of insanity.

THE. WORK TO-DAY. 

This is a day for the settlement of political ac- 
counts in the greater part of the American 
Union. Noless than twenty-four States and three 
Territories hold their elections to-day. To-day 
the people of these States elect eleven Govern- 
ors, seventeen State Legislatures, two huadred 
and twelve Congressmen, and three Congres- 
sional delegates. They determine the future se- 
lection of thirteen members to the United States 
Senate, and a number of Judges and other 
State officers. 

This is a general reckoning to a large number 
of officeholders, and the natural anxiety of the 
candidates is greatly increased by the uncer- 
tainty and vanity of all political calculations this 
year. Last year’s majorities furnish no indica- 
tions of what they will be this year. Nothing 
is certain, and even in Massachusetts there is a 
general trembling. Were it not for Democratic 
votes, even Ben Butler's election would be doubt- 
ful. That in such a. general election as that 
which takes place to-day, and under such cir- 
cumstances, there will be many changes, is of 
course to be expected. To-morrow’s TrisunE 
will publish the results in all these States and 
Territories, and the public may look for some 
surprising results in unexpected places. 
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TO EMPLOYERS. 

We suggest to the merchants of Chicago the 
fairness and justice of closing their places of 
business at an earlier hour to-day than usual, or 
of making some other arrangement by which 
their salesmen, clerks, porters, and other em- 
ployed persons may be abie to go to their homes 
and vote. It is a right, and itis the duty of 
every man to vote, and every facility ought to 
be extended to every citizen to exercise that 
privilege. 

We make the same suggestion to manufactur- 
ers and builders who have large numbers of in- 
dustrious and intelligent men in their employ, 
that they elose their work at noon, or at 3 
o'clock at the latest, or that they give their men 
sufficient time, by relays, to go to their resi- 
dences and vote. The mostof these men cannot 
afford to lose a day’s wages, still less can they 
afford to risk the danger of discharge by absent- 
ing themselves without leave. To grant this 
permission generally will enable perhaps 10,000 
persons to vote who otherwise will be unable to 
do so. In Europe the rule is to have elections 
on Sunday, so that every man can have full op- 
portunity to vote. While this rule is objection- 
able for many reasons, it is a hardship, if not an 
injustice, to deprive any voter of the privilege to 
exercise his political rights. 


THE CIVIL-RIGHTS BILL. 

With the close of the polis to-day all further 
interest in the Civil-Rights bill- will probably 
cease to exist. The Senaie last year, as an act 
of posthumous glory to Charles Sumner, passed 
the bill securing or attempting to secure to 
colored persons social equality. The bill went 
to the House, and, though the Republicans had a 
majority of over two-thirds, it was not permit- 
tedto pass. There were several reasons for this. 
The white Republican members of the House 
from the South were extremely anxious that it 
should not pass. They knew that on that ques- 
tion there was no division of opinion among the 
white people at the South, Republicans or Demo- 
crate, and that its passage there would have the 
effect of uniting the whites at the fall 
elections, thereby defeating the large 
majority of Republican candidates for Con- 
greas at the South. It was also understood, 
so far as such a thing could be understood, 
that the President would veto the bill, in which 
case it was possible that the negro voters would 
consider themselves abandoned by the Republic- 
ans and revenge themselves accordingly. It was 
concluded, therefore, to leave the bill untouched, 
—e sort of pending promise to the colored 
troops, and at the same time a broken one in the 
estimation of the whites. 

The agitation of the bill, however, had all the 
effect that its passage could have had in the way 
of exciting the people of both colors, and of 
uniting the whites firmly against it. I: had the 
effect of making that bi/l the sole issue in the 
election of Congressmen, thereby defeating the 
Republican candidates in many districts they 
would otherwise have carried. It has, in fact, 
produced that most unfortunate condition of 
affairs where the voters are arrayed against 
each other by considerations of race and 
color. The Republicans, as a consequence, will 


to-day lose a dozen or more Representatives in 


Congress by reason of the attempted passage 
of that bill. 

In the meantime the white friends of the 
negro have been earnest in their remon- 
strances against the bill. Gov. Brownlow, of 
Tennessee, than whom there is no more de- 
termined or intelligent friend of the colored 
race, has resolutely opposed its passage, hold- 
ing it to be a national calamity, having for 
ite inevitable consequence a war of races, an 
entire separation of the whites and blacks, 
ending in the discomfiture of the Africans. 
We have his authority and that of Gov. 
Brown, and of various others of both parties, 
that all the neighborhood troubles at the 
South during the past summer are due direct- 
ly to the agitation on this bill. It has done 
much to disturb the peace and harmony 
which time has effected between the races. 
We have also the unanimous opinion 
of the gentlemen who administer the 
Peabody Fund, and of others deeply and 
personally interested in the education of the 
negroes at the South, that the passage of the 
Civil-Rights bill, with its provision for mixed 
schools, will postpone indefinitely the education 
of colored children, and will destroy all that has 
been done since the War for general education 
in the South. 

Under these circumstances, when it 1s demon- 
strated that the bill, if passed, willin fact con- 
fer no substantial benefits on the colored peo- 
ple; that its passage will result in » continued 
warfare between the races; that it will lead 
immediately to the closing of the public schools 
in the South, both for white and black, thereby 
defeating the laudable efforts to redeem those 
States from prevailing ignorance, the good sense 
of Congress wilisee that this bill ought not 
to pass. The country is tired of the strife ; 
the best interests of the South demand 
that there shall be peace. The colored man has 
been emancipated, and has been armed with the 
ballot. He has all the political rights that the 
white man has. So far as the law is concerned, 
he has a fair and equal start in the race of life. 
He is equal before the law and the courts, and 
must take his chances. If the white men refuse 
to vote for him for office, and the colored men 
are in a minority, he must submit, and vice versa. 
Legislation cannot aid him, and military inter- 
ference to foist him into office is despotism, 
The whole army of the United States cannot en-

THE SUPREME COURT ON RAILROAD LEG- 
ISLATION. 

The last number of the Nation contains a 
letter from Mr. David A. Wells on the legality of 
the State laws fixing railroad freights and fares. 
He argues that the Supreme Court of the United 
States has already passed upon the points in- 
volved in the Granger cases now on its docket, 
and that its decisions upon these pointe prove 
that it will decide recent Western legislation in 
restraint of railroad management unconstitu- 
tional and void. Mr. Wells makes four points. 

The first is that a charter is an executed con- 
tract. In the case of the Holyoke Company vs. 
Lyman, the Supreme Court laid down the follow- 
ing rule : 

Charters of private corporations duly accepted, it 
must be admitted, are executed contracts, but the 
different provisions, unless they are clear, unambigu- 
ous, and free of doubt, are subject to construction, 
and their true intent and meaning must be ascertained 
by the same rule of interpretation as other legislative 


grants, 
An executed contract cannot be interfered with, 


except on equitable grounds, such as fraud, etc. 
The charter of s railroad corporation cannot, 
then, be altered by subsequent legislation. 

The second point is that a reserved right on 
the part of the State to alter charters is not 
valid. The United States Supreme Court has 
not decided this, however. The Supreme Court 
of Minnesota held, in Goener vs. Schroeder, that 
a statute giving a subsequent Legislature the 
power to change, impair, or modify a contract 
which is valid when made w not law, and there- 
fore does not enter into the contract. Judge 
Story, in his treatise on the Constitution, says : 
‘If we adopt the principle that a State may 
evact laws that all subsequent contracts shal! 
be subject to be impaired by subsequent 
legislative action, the coustivational provision 
against impairing contracts will be nugatory.” 
Mr. Wells infers from the Mingesota case and 
from Judge Story’s reasoning that the recent 
Granger legislation is valid only in regard to the 
railroads or parte of railroads which are built 
hereafter. This inference seems to be the vul- 
nerable point, the Achilles’ heel, of his argu- 
ment. He appears to ignore the distinction be- 
tween a statute of a State and a provision of a 
State Constitution. Both of his authorities are 
confined to statutory interference with vested 
rights. It may be that, while this would be in- 
valid, interference under a constitutional pro- 
viso would not. Suppose the Grangers argue 
that, under the Constitution of Wisconsin, no 
Legislature of that State had any right to grant 
a charter which a subsequent Legislature could 
not modify. A fine distinction might perhaps be 
drawn here. 

Mr. Wells’ third point is much stronger. He 
states the familiar legal principle that a reserva- 
tion inconsistent with the body of the instrnu- 
ment containing it is void. Thus a grant of 
land in fee, coupled with a proviso that the 
graotee shall not sell, gives the latter the land 
with the power to sell, because this power is 
part of the absolute ownership vested in him by 
the main part of the conveyance. The proviso 
is held utterly void. On this principle, a re- 
served right to diminish the profits of a corpora- 
tion which sought a charter for the sake of 
making al! the profit it pould is null. Moreover, 
such @ reservation can affect, at any rate, only 
the prerogative rights, that is, those granted 
by the charter. It cannot touch common-law 
rights. Now the right of a common carrier to 
charge reasonable rates is not one conferred by 
a charter. It is a natural one, independent of 
State legislation. It cannot, therefore, be af- 
fected by a reservation. Mr. Wells quotes in 
this connection part of a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, which he says has not 
hitherto attracted attention. it was given in 
Miller vos. The State (15 Wall., p. 498). The 
language used is as follows : 


Power to legislate, founded upon such s reservation 
in a charter to a private corporation, is certainly not 
without limit, and it may well be admitted that it can- 
not be exercised to take away or destroy rights ac 
quired by virtue of such a charter, and which, by a 
legitimate use of the power granted, have become 
vested in the corporation ; but it may be safely af- 
firmed that the reserved power may be exercised, and 
to almost any extent, to carry into effect the original 
purposes of the grant, or to secure the due adminis- 
vration of its affairs, so as to protect the rights of the 
stockholders and of creditors, and for the proper dis- 
position of the assets. Such a reservation, it is held, 
will not warrant the Legislature im passing laws to 
change the control of an institution from one religious 
sect to another, or to divert the funds of the donors 
to any new use inconsistent with the intent and pur- 
pose of its charter, or to compel subscribers to the 
stock, whose subscription is conditional, to waive any 
of the conditions of the contract, : 


The fourth point is the relation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Granger laws. 
In 1833, the Supreme Court held (Baron vs. The 
Mayor of Baltimore) that the Fifth Amendment, 
which prohibits taking private. property for 
public use without just compensation, applied 
only to the Federal Government, and that the 
States could confiscate whatever they wished. 
The Fourteenth Amendment, however, forbids 
any State to deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property without due procesd of law. The 
Supreme Court has since held that a legislative 
act appropriating, injuring, or destroying private 
property without making due payment therefor 
was not ‘due process of law.” We are con- 
strained to say that here again the question 
recurs whether such an act, if passed in pur- 
suance of the Constitution under which the 
right to hold the property was acquired, would 
not be ‘‘due process ”? 

It is not likely that the Supreme Bench of 
Wisconsin decided the Potter law to be valid 
without carefully reviewing the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States on ali the 
points involved. The latter will not reach the 
case for many months, now that the motion to 
advance it upon the docket has been denied. For 
some time, then, the Wisconsin railroads wilb be 
at the merey of the law-makers of that State. 
Their mauagers may derive some comfort, 
meanwhile, from the able argument of Mr. 
Wells. 


It is pretty weil known that the ambitious City 
of San Francisco is building a Palace Hotel 
which is to eclipse the Grand Pacific and Palmer 
House of Chicago totally. This superb cara- 
vansery has already bred trouble. We are in 
receipt of a gorgeous circular issued by the 
Mechanics’ State Council of California, and ad- 
dressed to the workingmen of the world, in 
purple ink and with many paragraphs. It is 
sealed with the seal of the Council, and repre- 
sents # very large tree, of the willow pattern, 
growing upon the North Pole of a very amall 
world, with the motto, “‘ The eight-hour tree 
spreads its branches over the world.” The ob- 
ject of all this is to caution the plasterers of the 
world against going to California. It sets forth 
that there is aclub of eapitalists in San Frap- 
Cisco whose design it is to flood the city with 
supexigous mieshanics, im order to break down 


| the eight-hour system and reduce wages. They 
are driven to this action by the present influx of 
mechanics to San Francisco, caused, in ite turn, 
by the enticing promises of the capitalists of 
California. 

CHARLOTIE CUSHMAN’S FAREWELL. 

The proposed public demonstration to Miss 
Charlotte Cushman, upon the occasion of her 
leave-taking of the stage in New York next 
Saturday evening, although it may grate some- 
what harshly upon the tastes of that small class 
which will not admit that any good can come out 
of the theatre, will be received with the 
heartiest sympathy throughout the entire 
country. During her long life, the name of this 
lady has been fondly cherished by the profession 
and the public ag one of the proudest and most 
illustrious in the records of the stage. The 
splendid character of her triumphs and the 
splendid triumph of her character; the union 
of the great histrionic genius of the actress 
with the elegant culture and spotiess repu- 
tation of the lady, have always fur- 
nished the unanswerable reply to the 
' wholesale calumnies upon the stage which 
have grown out of bigotry. Her stage-life 
has been an unbroken career of success, aod 
even in her advanced years thousands have 
thronged to see her, a new generation of thea- 
tre-goers, who never saw her in the flower of her 
youth, or even in her prime, who only knew her 
by the report of the elders whose locks have 
whitened with hers. They have joined their ap- 
plause with the enthusiasm of the old habitues, 
although they could only see flashes of the great 
genius, while the latter rejoiced in the associa- 
tions of memory, recalled the days of her youth- 
ful fire, and wondered on whose shoulders her 
mantle would fall. In our own limited dramatic 
history, it almost seems like a life-time ago that 
Meg Merrilies was crooning her lullaby to 
Harry Bertram in the dingy little theatre on 
Dearborn street, and her sister was wondering 
why she was Romeo. Is it because we are grow- 
ing older, and first impressions and old memo- 
rieo grow brighter as more mature judgment 
clears away the supervepning rubbish, that the 
drama of those old days seems better, and no- 
bler, and grander than the drama of to-day, 
with its trappings of millimery, ani dressmak- 
ing, and furniture, and its motives of the foibles 
and weaknessess that float om the surface of 
society ? Does the drama of to-day go down as 
deep into the human heart; are ite themes as 
grand or ite lessons as elevating as those of the 
drama of the oldtime? Is the chaos of the 
stage to-day, in which the actor who persomates 
Macbeth to-night appears to-morrow night as & 
spangled nonentity in some leg-spectacie, as 
elevating or refining as the stage of yesterday, on 
which the lines were sharply and distinctly 
drawn, and each actor established his 
place by force of merit and kept it? Since 
those days, the drama has run through various 
phases, to suit the fickle tastes of the public, 
down to its present emotional character, but 
Miss Cushman has preserved her old traditions 
and habits, and hae been true to the spirit of 
the past. Times have changed, people have 
changed, but she has remained steadfast, and 
to-day she is the link between the present and the 
past. Nearly all of her contemporaries have re- 
tired from the stage, or have made their final 
exit from the world. Through all these changes 
she has not only preserved her histrionie fame 
unsullied, but has given the he to the tra- 
ducers of her profession, as did Parepa 
on the byric stage, by her pure and 
unspotted private life. It is aike there- 
fore a privilege and a duty to testify to this 
estimable lady in a public manner that her life 
in society and her life on the stage have reflect- 
ed honor upon each, and to bestow upon her the 
Well done, good and faithful servant. In this 
testimonial, the literary, musical, fine art, and 
dramatic circies of New York will unite to pay 
her honor, and deservedly #0, as in each of these 
circles she has always manifested a lively in- 
terest and sympathy. There isan element of 
pleasure, not unmingied with pathos, in the fact 
that Mr. Bryant, the Nestor of American poets, 
whose birthday will be celebrated to-day in all 
the large cities of his own country, will upon this 
occasion make the poetical address to her, al- 
though the lines come from the graceful pen of a 
younger poet; of pleasure, that these two in 
their advanced years, whose fame is alike unsul- 
lied, whose names are alike admired by their 
countrymen, should meet face to face under such 
auspicious circumstances; of pathos, as it must 
recall the flight of time and the changes it 
brings, and the fact that their shadows are 
lengthening as they journey towards the setting 
sun. The honors paid to Charlotte Cushman 
have their lesson for the profession to which now 
only her name and fame belong, and that lesson 
is that patient induairy, lofty purpose, adherence 
to a high and noble standard, and an unspotted 
life, will at last win the crown and compel the ad 
miration of the world. 
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MINISTERS AND RACE-HORSES. 

Should a minister devote hie time to training 
and racing horses’? This is a question which is 
just now agitating all Englaod, growing out of a 
correspondence between the Bishop of Lincoln 
and the Rev. J. W. King, Vicar of Ashby-de-la- 
Laund, the owner of “Apology,” winner of 
the 8t. Leger. The Bishop recently forwarded 
a remonatrance to the Rev. Laund, in which he 
Bays : 

With much sorrow, I perceive that you have shown 
no signs of remorse for your offense in bringing dis- 
crelit on your sacred profession, and in inflicting 
injury on the Church of which you are a minister, and 
in causing scandal to her members, by training race- 
horses for the turf instead of devoting yourself to the 
work to which you pledged yourself at your ordina— 
tion, when you promised to forsake and set aside as 
much as possible all worldly cares and studies, and 
*“‘ peither to offend yourself nor to cause others to 
offend,” and to be “‘a wholesome and godly example 
to the people,” especially to your own flock, 


The good Bishop then goes on to notify him 
-he either must resign his pastoral eares or 
else relinquish his horse business. The Rev. 
Laund has made no definite reply to the Bishop, 
except that he shall put his case in the hands of 
a solicitor. Having a winning horse, he obvi- 
ously hates to give him up and all his prospect- 
ive advantages. The question is of some in- 
terest in this country also. Thereis a growing 
love and taste for horse-flesh (not in a gastro- 
nomic sense) among American ministers. The 
old-fashioned, slow-going minister is content 
with the old-fashionea, slow-going Dobbin and 
shay, and is not mortified even if the cows 
pass him on the road. Ministers who are quick, 
sharp, and sprightly, however, want horses of the 
same sort, and already some of them have scan- 
dalized their flocks by speeding their horses on 
race-tracks, like Beecher and Murray, and some 
of them have been brought up for trial for this 
offense. Until some definite ruleis laid down as 
to the speed of the ministerial charger, there 
will undoubtedly be many excellent divines who 
will be caught with the reins in their hands run- 
ning against time, or taking the conceit 
out of some worldling who thinks he 
[ean pass the minister. As it is the duty of | 


the minister, however, to preach perfection in all 
things, we do not see why he should not demand 
it m his horse. Asa mere abstract matter of 
right and wrong, why is it any worse to rides 
mile in two minutes behind a locomotive than a 
mile in 2:40 behind s horse? Asa matter of 
fact, the fastest horses are driven by the smart- 
est ministers and the slowest horses by the 
slowest ministers. Like master like servant, is 
no more true than like minister like horse. 
The English minister, however, seems to have 
carried his horse-mania to a further 
extent than his American brethren, as to 
all intents and purposes he has become a horse- 
jockey and an encourager of gambling, which is 
not an argument against the practices of our 
clergymen, but another proof that very good 
things, like horses, may be used for very bad 
purposes. 


WIFE-TORTURE. 

The melancholy days have come, the saddest 
in the year, when the busband gets drunk and 
the wife geta thumped. From North, South, 
East, and West, the story comes. Northern New 
York supplies the brute who uses his wife as a 
pistol-target. Nevada rejoices in the possession 
of the ingenious scoundrel who pounds her 
almost to death with the wash-board by means 
of which she has supported herself and him. 
The Southerner is a colored citizen who slices 
the wife of his bosom with » razor and chops 
her dead body into human hash with anax. A 
manufacturing village in moral Massachusetts is 
the scene of the Eastern tragedy. The husband 
drags the wife by her hair until the 
fumes of the liquor he has drunk over- 
power him, and then falis with great dexterity 
in such a way that he smashes three of ber ribs. 
None of these cases, perhaps, are equal to a late 
English example. One Coppen was grieved be- 
cause his wife had remonstrated against his 
drinking. He spent the night in a dram-shop, 
and early the next morning he borrowed from s 
neighboring butcher a long knife. He wished 
it, he said, to cut bread and butter. His friend 
sharpened it for him, and he immediately whet- 
ted it for himself on portions of his wife’s skele- 
ton. She died, and so did he—by public request. 
The name of another man has acquired news- 
paper notoriety, although his abiding-place is 
not mentioned. He was a cooper by trade and 
very proud of his skill. It was doubtless 
his keen desire to assure himself of the 
thoroughness of his work which led w his 
placing hie wife in a barrel and rolling her down 
four flights of stairs. The barrel held together, 
but the woman is said to have emerged in frag- 
ments. It would have been « neat touch for her 
hege lord to have sung ‘Such a gettin’ down 
stairs” as an accompaniment to the show. A 
poasible relative of his adopted a speedier method 
of getting his wife to the ground-floor from the 
fifth story. He dropped her out of the window, 
and, when sbe was injudicious enough to moan 
after reaching the pavement, he dropped all the 
furniture of their room on top of her. 

It ismoteworthy that while nearly all the States 
vie with each other im the production of be- 
levers in the truth of the old saw: 


A spaniel, a wife, and s walnut tree,— 
The more you beat ‘em, the better they be! 


there is one significant exception. Little 
Delaware is apparently guiltless of wife-whip- 
ping. The reason may perhaps be that she ajone 
keeps her oid whipping-posts standing, and 
promises to soundly flog any man who malitreate 
awoman. A brutal mature is best reached by 
physical pain. The lash, barbarous as it seems, 
sometimes prevents greater barbarism, when 
nothing eleecan. Flogging cured garroting in 
London some time since. It is loudly demanded 
there now as a cure for wife-beating. It may 
well be that a man's knowledge that the screams 
of the woman he means to torture would be 


rp echoed by his own screams under the lash would 


keep down the devil that rises in him when he is 
mad with alcohol or anger. 


The English newspapers are bewailing the 
untoward fact that convicts have learned the 
secret of obtaining remission of punishments. 
‘There existe a regular scale which the criminal 
classes now know by heart. Simplified to its 
most intelligible formula, it is this: To touch 
one’s cap to the Governor, ‘‘come-round” the 
Chaplain, keep one’s eell tidy, and sing and re- 
spond to the services in a loud and devout tone. 
By diligent conformity to these outward and 
visible signs of an inward and spiritual grace, 
the astute burglar or wide-ewake assassin can 
effect a reputation for penitence and change of 
heart in a comparatively short time; can obtain 
a ticket-of-leave and a reduction of his term of 
imprisonment, and be let loose upon the world 
from one to ten years sooner than the world 
bound to receive him. Herein the penitentiary 
system of this enlightened country is vasily 
superior. The convict has merely to obtain 
the good-will of some active political wire- 
puller, and behave as he pleases. By the 
circulation of a petition, to which the 
State’s-Attorney can be induced to subscribe, 
the jury are led to assert their unqualified as- 
surance that they made a grievous error in con- 
signing a valuable member of society to a eell, 
and the Governor liberates the murderer, house- 
breaker, or forger. In the one case the “‘ victim 
of a social system” has to work outhis own 
salvation by cant and hypocrisy, while in the 
other it is done for him. The American ruffian 
is spared the additional sim which his English 
cousin must commit. 

The New York World announces that Chopin 
is a candidate for Congress on the Democratic 
ticket in Massachusetts, and the New York Zven- 
ing Post credits the Worid with the announce- 
ment, under the heading of ‘“*‘ Music and the 
Drama.” It would seem as if poor Chopin had 
troubles enoagh in his life-time without being 
compelled to res himself for the purpose 
of running on the Democratic ticket in Massa- 
ehusetts. Never having been a politic man in 
his life, his ghost will not make muoh of a show 
running for Congress.

He held 
that any man voting for himself under such cir- 
cumstances was unworthy of the Episcopate 
That charge was, therefore, disposed of. 

It bad also been charged that he had pledged 
himself to vote for Dr. Seymour in the National 
Convention. That statement was untrue. He 
pever took any such pledge, but indignantly 
spurned a proposition that he should take it. 
In fact, be had said that he held himself to be 
a free agent; that, if on reaching New York he 
found that Mr. Seymour was a Ritualist, he

The Chair appointed, on behaif of the House 
of Deputies, a Committee on Closing Exercises. 

Another message informed the House that the 
House of Bishops did not concur in Message $87, 
and the resolution approving the report of the 
Committee on Church Music was concurred in. 

The report of the Committee on Canon No. 19, 
to whom was referred the prepared amend- 
ment to Canon 20, Title 1, intended to provide 
for the use of shortened services, was then 
taken up. The Committee submitted resolutions 
deciaring that 1t was the sense of this Conven- 
tion that notbing in the present order of com- 
mon prayer prohibited the separation when de- 
sirable of the morning prayer, litany, aod order

Prayer, and asking for the appointment by the 
Joint Commission of 7 Bishops, 7 presbyters, 7 
laymen, to consider the whole subject of rubrical 
revision with shortened and more varied services, 
to report at the next General Convention. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON LECTIONARY. 

A message from House of Bishops informed 
House of Deputies that they did not concur iu 
meseage from Lower House with regard to the 
new lectionary, and appointing as a joint com- 
mittee of conference on the matter of Bishops of 
Texas, Pennéylvania, and Maine. The Chair- 
man appointed on behalf of the House of Depu- 
ties the Revs. Drs. Boach, Fulton, and Adama, 
on the Joint Committee of Conference. 

FINAL ADJOURNMENT. 

Another message, recommending that the 
House adjourn finally on to-morrow evening 
at balf-past 7, after devotional exercises and 
hearing the pastoral letter, was concurred in by 
@ unanimous vote. 

THE RUBRIC. 

The Report of the Committee on Canon No. 
19, with that portion relating to a separation of 
the services, was adopted, while the latter part, 
recommending @ Commission on Rubrical Re- 
visions, caused great discussion. The Rev. Drs. 
Huntington and De Koven, the Rev. Mr. Doug- 
lags and Messrs. Welch and Sibley, spoke in 
favor of the Commission, while the Rev, Drs. 
Rogers and Adams, and Mesers. Meigs, Pringle. 
Smith, and Hoskins opposed it. 

A motion to lay the whole subject on the 
table was lost. A vote was taken on the adop- 
tion of the first portion of the report, relating to 
the Commission on Rubricai Revision, and Jost 
by a vote of 53 yeas to 66 nays. 

A message from the House of Bishops con- 
curred in continuing the Joint Committee on 
German Prayer-Book, and also appointed, as a 
member of the Joint Committee on Public Jour- 
nals, the Bishop of Central Pennsy!vania. 

NEW MISSIONARY DISTRICT. 

Another message informed the House of Dep- 
uties that the Territory of New Mexico had been 
detached from the jurisdiction of the Missionary 
Bishop of Colorado, and the Territory of Colo- 
rado and the Territory of Arizona from the ju- 
risdiction of the Bishop of Nevada, both consti- 
tuting one missionary jurisdiction, and appoint- 
ing ae Missionary Bishop thereof ‘William F. Ad- 
ams, Rector of St. Paui’s Church, New Orleans. 
The Convention then went into secret session 
over the couofirmation of the Kev. Dr. Adams, 
resulting im his being confirmed by a vote of 38 
clergymen and 26 laymen. 

THE LECTIONARY AGAIN. 

The Committee of Conference, to whom was 
referred the matter of the new lectionary, re- 
ported an amendment to the eighth article of the 
constitution, giving the Convention power tu 
amend the lectionary from timetotime. The 
vote on this report, taken by diocese and orders, 
was adopted, with the following result : 

Clergymen—Ayes, 31; noes, 8; divided, 1. 

Laymen—Ayes, 22; noes, 3; divided, 1. 

On motion the Committee on Lectionary was 
continued unil the next General Convention. 

CHURCH DISAGREEMENTS. 

The Commitiee on Canons, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of disputes between congrega- 
tions and their ministers, reported im favor of 
establishing a board of arbitration to inquire 
into existing differences, and submit a decision 
to the congregation, which, if they should not 
agree to the congregation, should be withdrawn 
from the representation in the Convention. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, no 
aetion was taken on the report. 

DR. SEYMOUR’S CASE. 

Daring the session of the Episcopal Con- 
vention to-day, George Henry Higgins, Pres- 
byter of the Diocese of Illinois, and Rector of 
the parish of Trinity, Lincoln, Iil., circulated 
amoug the members a card stating that the Rev. 
Dr. Seymour was totally ignorant of the meet- 
ing between the students of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary and the Rev. C. C. Grafton, of 
Boston. until advised of the same by the Profes- 
sor of Systematic Theology. The first meeting 
with Mr. Grafton was of a private social 
nature, and the second meeting was the result of 
ap unpremeditated request made by the students ; 
that nothing with reference to the Holy Com- 
munion was discussed either evening; nothing 
in regard to the existence of affairs or doctrines 
of C. B. 8S. was even mentioned. The meeting 
was an open one, and Dr. Seymour knew nothing 
whatever of it at the time. Thecard bears the 
signatures of the students who were present at 
Mr. Grafton’s discourse. 

THE REFORMED EPISCOPALJANS.

RUBRICAL REVISION. 

A HISTORY OF THE PRAYER-BOOK—THE CHANGES 
IN THE RUBRICS—OONFLICTING DEFINITIONS OF 
CEREMONIAL LAW—THE BAPTISMAL RUBRIC. 

From the New York J'ribune, Oct. 31. 

The rubrics of the Prayer-Book of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church are intended to pro- 
vide the law for the conduct of Divine service, 
as well as in many cases a definition of doctrinal 
points. To conflicting definitions of these, or to 
conscientious scruples against the mandates of 
some of them, much of the trouble within the 
Church may be traced, as in Ritualism, which 
has occupied so much of the time of the General 
Convention, and in opposition toa rubric of the 
baptismal office, which resulted in the 
Rev. Mr. Cheney's deposition. To over- 
come these difficulties, and prevent any future 
mieconstruction, the General Convention will 
probably avpoint a Committee on Rubrical Re- 
vision. A brief bistory of the Prayer-Book, with

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After the Reformation it was considered neo 


essary to have a new service-book, free from the | 


corruptions that were in the Romish Prayer- 
Book. In the time of Edward VI, service-books 
called ‘‘ Uses” had been prepared and were in 
use, and it is upon three of these—the “ Uses” 
of Hereford, of Sarum or Salisbury, and of. 
York, with modifications to conform to the 


Reformed faith—that the present Prayer- 
Book is The first Prayer-Bouk of 
the Reformed Church of England was 


prepared during the reign of Edward VI., in 
1549, but that still retained some Romish corrup- 
tions, especially in the office for the administra- 
tion of Holy Communion. These were removed 
by @ revision in 1552, which conformed to a 
lower view of the Lord’s Supper. But imme- 
diately after came the accession of Queen Mary, 
and England came under the domination of the 
Romanists again. At the beginning of the reign 
of Elizabeth another revision of the Prayer- 
Book was made, resulting m a sort of com- 
promise between the two Prayer-Books of the 
time of Edward VI. This sprang from a desire 
to retain Romanists in the communion of 
the Natiopal Chureh of Englabd. Ibe Prayer- 
Book remained substantially unaltered until the 
time of Charles I1., when in 1662 a revision was 
made, directed particularly alnst non-con- 
formity to the National Church. The Prayer- 
Book of Charles LI.’s time is now in use in the 
Church of England. The chief rubrical change 
in 1662 was what is called the Block Rubric, di- 
rected against the whole idea and practice of 
eucharistic adoration. After referring to the 
order for the kneeling of communicants in par- 
taking of the Sacrament, this rubric (which de- 
rives its name from the biock-letter text in which 
it is printed) has these words : 

Which order is well meant for a signification of our 
humble and grateful acknowledgment of the benefits 
of Christ . and for the avoiding of such pro- 
fanation and disorder in the Holy Communion as 
might otherwise com; , It is here declared 
that thereby no adoration is intended, or ought to be 
dove, either unto the Sacramental bread or wine 
- « » Or unto any Corporal Presence of Christ's 
Flesh and Blood, For the Sacramental bread and wine 
remain still in their very natural substances, and 
therefore may not be adored, 

Asa matter of course, changes were made in 
the rubrics and Prayer-Book at the time of the 
establishment of the Church in this country, in 
1789, but these for the most part were caused 
by changes iv the condition of civil and political 
affairs here after the separation from England. 
The change made in the rubric connected with 
the Aposties’ Creed, which allowed the omission 
of the clause, *‘descended into Heil,” or the 
substitution of the words, ‘* went into the place 
of departed spirits,” was very important as 
showing the view of those by whom the Church 
here was established that they had the right to 
change even the primitive creed of the Church. 
Another important change was the introduc- 
tion into the Communion office of what 1s called 
the Invocation, taken from the Communion office 
of the Scottish Episcopal Church. This arose in the 
following way: No Bishops were consecrated in 
this country before the Revolution, and after 
the Revolution an attemptto get the consecra- 
tion of Bishops from England failed, and Sam- 
uel Seabury, the first Bishop of Connecticut, ob- 
tained his consecration from the Scottish 
Episcopal Church. Subsequently, the Church 
in this country secured the consecration of three 
Bishops from the Church of England. It was 
necessary to harmonize the relations of the 
representatives of the Scotch Episcopal 
Church on the one hand, and the _ rep- 
reseutatives of the English Church on the other, 
and the result of the effort todo this was the 
introduction of the Invocation from the Scotch 
Church. The Invocation gives ahigher sacra- 
meutarian character to the office than it has in the 
Church of Engiaod. It is to be noted that the 
directions in the present Prayer-Book, for the 
laying of hands upon the bread and upon the vessel 
containing the wine in the prayer of consécra- 
tion, seem to imply that they are the vehicle of 
Special grace, and that before the time of the 
revision of 1662 there were no directions of the 
sort in the prayer of consecration. 

In the establishment of the Protestant Epis- 
eopal Church in this country, the Promise of 
Conformity was made much more general and 
less stringent in its terms than the Promise in 
use in the Church of England at that time. The 
purpose of the change was to require less rigid 
conformity. With regard to the present state of 
feeling in the Church concerning change in the 
Prayer-Book, it may be stated that there is a 
large school in the Church which finds difficulty 
in the language of the Baptismal Office, and 
thinks that it should be revised. These 
Churchmen would be satisfied with a rubrical 
change which would make the language pot 
actually imperative, or ~~ would be satisfied 
with any recognition of their loyalty to the 
Church in the exercise of their conscientious 
scruples in the omission of the doubtful lap- 
guage, and the feeling is very strong iu favor of 
granting that indulgence. bile some Cbhurch- 
men do not think that the ‘‘shali” in therubric, 
‘*Then shall the minister say,” is actually im- 
perative, they desire that it should be changed 
to ‘‘may ” as has been proposed, and the minis- 
ter be left wholly at liberty to omit the words 
which seem to declare absolutely the spiritual 
regeneration of infants, ‘* Seeing now, dearly be- 
loved, that this child is regenerate and grafted 
into the body of Christ’s Church,” and the ex- 
pression in the Thanksgiving, ‘“‘[t hath pleased 
Thee to regeverate this infant with the Holy Spir- 
it.’ The present strong tendency in the Church 
toward concession to the conscientious diifi- 
culties felt by many concerning this part of the 
Prayer-Book is expected to result in a sort of 
tacit understanding in the Church that those 
who omit these expressions in the Baptismal 
Office will not be proceeded against for doing so; 
but it is not considered very probable that any 
changes will be made in the Prayer-Book for the 
relief of these conscientious difficulties in a 
time of so much excitement and controversy. It 
is not unlikely, however, that when circum- 
stances are more favorable, and there 1s less 
heat in discussion and leas pronounced differ- 
ence in position, an attempt may be made to en- 
rich the Prayer-Book as to provide for more 
varied services, but it is thought that in the 

resent condition of things such an attempt is 

ardly desirable. and it is asserted that there is 
a strong feeling in the Church that avy material 
changes in the Pra er-Book should be made only 
in connection with the other branches of the 
Anglican Communion. 
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MINISTERIAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


THE PRESBYTFRIANS. 
REVIVALS. 

The Presbyterian ministers held their usual 
weekly meeting in McCormick's Block yesterday 
morning, the Rev. Mr. Curtis presiding. 

Mr. Thompson stated that the Baptists had ap- 
pointed a committee of one, and the other de- 
nominations would probably do so, to confer 
about and settle upon a plan for holding re- 
ligious services in the city hospitals. He moved 
that a Presbyterian be de-ignated. 

On motion, Mr. Thompson was appointed. 

The subject of revivals, and the means of 
promoting them, with special reference to the 
work of the Rey. Mr. Hammond, who has been 
invited to visit this city, was then discussed. 

Dr. Mitchell said that his attention had been 
especially called to the subject during the past 
week, by reading accounts of revivals in Bt. 
Louis, Kansas, Texas, and other places, and his 
heart was quickened with a desire to see the 
awakening in Chicago. One of the first things 
necessary to bring it about was for ministers to 
be individually right before God. It was notiee- 
able in the different revivals in this country and 
in Scotland and Ireland that there never had 
been so remarkable a unity of the ministers; 
they sunk, for the time being, all denomination- 
al differences, and concord and harmouy pre- 
vailed. There was no disguising the fact that 
the Presbytery had been divided, but, perhaps, 
no one was able to stand up and say that he 
could conscientiously take back any word spoken 
or act done. He was, on his part, sensible 
of one thing, and that was, that though 
there might have been specific errors which they 
were called uponto renounce, aud they might 
still feel compelled to hold to their positions, 
they ought to ask whether that spirit which 
came from abundant prayer had characterized 
the proceedings. The spirit of God coming into 
a community was a profound reality, and he be- 
lieved God would come when the way was made 
ready—when He desired to come—and bless all 
His churches. As ministers of the Gospel, they 
were presumably the most devout and the near- 
est to God of any class of the population. Hence 
they ought tobe correct in their lives, and to 
pray earnestly all the time; if they had done 
anythiug wrong to confess it; and where there 
were differences, to maintain their opinions in 
an bhumbie, kindly spirit, pot with tempestuous 
words or bitterness. They must take one ap- 
other by the hand and try to heal differences iu 
the camp, for God loved unity. He had often 
heard it said that God's biessing ought to be 
expected. That was true, and he bad had it im- 
pressed on his mind recently. There were few 
things more calculated to awaken a desire for a 
revival than to hear about revivals in other 
places. He urged those present to inform their 
congregations of Mr. Moody’s work in Scotland, 
and to bring before them the narratives of relig- 
ious a. 

Mr. Glen Wood had always been impressed 
with the fact tnat when the subject of revivale 
was brought up, there was & great talk about 


God being willing to bless His people, and about 
going to work to get God todo something He 

ad not done; as though God stood aloof, and it 
was essential to do something to get Him to 
send down Hie blessings. If he understood the 
teachings of Jesus, all that needed to be done to 
experience a Pentecost was to pray, and wait 
for God's spirit. 

Mr. Thompson gave an account of the revival 
in Cincinoati brought about by Mr. Hammond. 

Mr. Van Doren advocated fasting and prayer, 
. the greatest revivals had always followed 
them. 

Mr. Brobston believed that some revivals were 
spurious, and that they had not been the *‘ prod- 
uct” of the Spirit of God. It was not necessary 
to send for foreign help to get up an awakening 
in Chicago ; it could be done by prayer, if the 
members of the Church wouid pray for the influ- 
ence of the Spirit. 

Mr. Burreli asked if the coming of Mr. Ham- 
mond were a certainty. 

Mr. Mitchell replied that a letter signed by the 
South Side pastors had been sent him, and the 
answer was, that he was by no means certain 
that he could come until after Jan. 1; and in a 
letter from him last week, he stated that he was 
not at all positive that he could visit Chicago. 

Mr. Burrell hoped that Mr. Hammond would 
work all over the city, and not contive himself 
to the South Side. 

Mr. Mitchell said that several West Side pas- 
tors had been invited to co-operate, and they had 
assented. Thecity was so large that it could 
not all be covered atihe sametime. He sug- 
gested, as preparatory, that all the Evangelical 
ministers in the city gather together once a week 
for a strictly devotional meeting. 

Mr. Van Doren suggested the establishment of 
an Evangelical Alliance, similar to that in ex- 
istence here five years ago; in it harmouy pre- 
vailed, and they talked and prayed together for 
the interest of Zion alone. 

Mr. Walker hoped the proposed meeting would 
be confined to Presbyterian ministers. The first 
thing to be done was to “ cast up a way” forthe 
Lord, and they could do it best among them- 
selves, knowing one another. The way would 
then be open for the other denominations if they 
desired tocome io. He moved that a meeting 
be held for prayer at 2 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 

The motion was agreed to. 

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 

Mr. Kittredge stated that the Baptists and 
Methodists had appointed a committee to make 
arrangements for the holding of the meeting of 
the American Evangelical Alliance in Chicago, 
in September or October, 1875, and suggested 
that the Presbyterians also appoiot s committee. 

On motion, the Chair designated the Rev. 
Messrs. Ketcredge, Thompson, and Mitchell. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Annual Meeting of the Association—

MISS F. E. WILLARD 

was then introduced as one of the speakers of 
the evening.

After stating her reason 
for the selection of such a theme, she 
proceeded to draw a comparison between man 
and woman in the successes of iife. 
While the world was thoughtless of woman, she 
was not impatient with the world. She then 
read from her school-day diary and that of her 
mates to show how the world was moving on, 
and compared the past with the present, demon- 
strating that woman was progressing, and that 
public opinion was helping her forward, and 
opening up so her the avenues to success. She 
saw woman possessed of a variety of talent, and 
to win in the world it was only necessary for her 
to concentrate her powers upon some specialty 
and give up her idle revery and mental indolence, 
Woman needed that fixedness of purpose which 
was the basis of success of man. The world 
needed of woman her best, which it could never 
attain until she had learned to seek that vocation 
in life to which she was best adapted. Woman's 
best vocation was the use of the implement 
which would advance her independence. The 
speaker had qualified herself for a teacher in her 
early days, and bad never regretted it. Before 
the Chicago fire she did not follow her specialty, 
but the fire swept away her effects, and 
made it necessary. She took it up, and 
was proud that she was able tocare for herself. 
Sane then urged upon the ladies before her the 
necessity of doing that in life which they could 
do best. ‘* Who Wins” could in this way be best 
answered. 


THE REV. C. W. WENDTE 
was then introduced. He had been asked to 
make a beggiug speech.

THE NORTHWESTERN AND CHICAGO «4 PACIFICO. 

The application of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway Company for an injunction to re- 
strain the Chicago & Pacific Railroad Company 
from crossing their track at grade about 4 miles 
west of Elgin, was set for hearing this morn- 
ing, but, being election day, the Court was not 
disposed to hear it. Thursday has been suggest- 
ed for the hearing of the motion. The case dif- 
fers materially from the recent Michigan Central 
and Baitimore & Ohio case, to which it has 
been compared. The location of the proposed 
crossing is in the midst of the heaviest grade on 
the Northwestern Railway between Chicago and 


Belvidere,—about 24 feet to the mile,— 
and is at a point where the road 
makes ay sharp curve, and runs 


through adeep cut of sume 800 or 1,000 feet in 
length. One objection is, that, being compelled 
by iaw to stop at each crossing at grade, the cost 
of transportation would be increased, because 
the same power that now just carries a heavy 
train over the grade would not be able to haul up 
the same number of loaded cars were the train 
to be stopped in the midst of the ascent at the 
crossing. Another objection is, that, on account 
of the long, deep cut, it would be impossible 
from a train coming: east on the Northwestern 
Road to observe an approaching train from 
either direction on the Chicago & Pacific Road. 
To make this still plainer, it may be added that 
the located Pacific Road, after running parallel 
with and close alongside of the Northwestern for 
a considerable distance, takes a sharp curve, and 
thus at the crossing forms an acute angle. 

Tbese and other objections having occurred 
some time ago, the managers agreed to have 
their respective Chief Kngineers run another 
line to secure a better crossing. This was done, 
and their report, locating the crossing at the 
deep cut before mentioned, where it could be 
carried over the Northwestern at an elevation, 
was duly signed by the Engineers. It is claimed 
that this elevated crossing could be made at less 
than one-quarter the amount the crossing at 

rade at the point indicated would damage the 

orth western, 

The suit is brought in the United States Court 
on behalf of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Kailway Company of Wisconsin, whose interests 
in the through line from Chicago to LaCrosse, 
via Belvidere, it is affirmed, are endangered by 
the proposed crossing. It will be interesting to 
see whetber the United States Court will take 
jurisdiction. 

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

Rumors are current that the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, which Company refused to sign 
the Saratoga agreement, is about to “cut” in 
west-bound rates from New York. The report 
bas already caused much consternation in New 
York, and war has been declared by the other 
trunk lines against the independent company. 

THE SARATOGA AGREEMENT. 

The Western Railroad Commissioners held 
another conference with the Chicago roads lead- 
ing to the West yesterday afternoon at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. The following roads were repre- 
sented: Chicago & Alton, Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and 
Illinois Central. The main object of the meet- 
ing was to induce the Western roads to abolish 
the return stock-paes system, but the roads re- 
mained firm in their refusal, on the ground that 
they had abolished it about a year ago, aud 
could not make it work. They would therefore 
not try itagain. Arrangements were also made 
to putin force on the 15th iust. the pew tariff 
adoptea at the late meeting held in this city. 
The new rates will be based on the basis from 
Chicago to New York, which will be as follows: 
First class, #1.50; second class, $1.10; third 
elass, 85 cents ; fourth class, 45 cents; to apply 
to all the leaaing competitive poiuts, such as 
Detroit, Louisvilie, Cincinnati, St. Louis, To- 
ledo, Cleveland, &c. ; 

The Grand Trunk and Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
roads still refuse to sign the agreement, but it is 
claimed by the Railroad Commissioners that 
there is some hope that they may yet join the 
combination, and that Mr. Potter, the President 
of the Grand Trunk, would meet Mr. Joyin a 
day or two to have another consultation. 
It is emphatically denied by the Rail- 
road Commissioners, a8 well as by the 
officials of the Baitimore & Ohio Railroad, 
that any orders have been issued to send no 
freights over the Baltimore & Obio except at ar- 
bitrary rates. Still, the Commissioners will an- 
doubtedly issue such order after all efforts to- 
ward a reconciliation of the cunteading parties 
have failed. But as long as there is any aope 
that the roads may yet come to terms no harsh 
measures will be attempted.

Department Reperts—W ork by the HRe- 
demption Bureau—Public Debt Staie- 
ment.

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 2.—TLhe reports of 
the Comptroller of the Currency and Treasurer 
Spinner are not yet complete, but are in a pretty 
forward state of preparation. The Comptroller 
will not recommend any important changes in 
the present Currency law, but will ask for new 
legislation on one or two minor teehnical points. 
The Treasury officials are highiy pleased with 
that part of the act which regulates the 

REDEMPTION OF MUTILATED CURRENCY, 
and predict that next year it will work even 
better than it has this. In the short time 
that it has been in operation, less 
than five months, more than $30,000,000 
of National Bank currency have been received 
for exchange for legal tenders; $20,000,000 have 
been counted, assorted, and sent to the Comp- 
trolier. Of the remaining $10,000,000, three-fifths 
are ready to send to the Comptroller and Re- 
demption Agent, and $4,000,000 will soon be 
ready for the transfer. It should be borne in 
mind, too, that there has been a stoppage in re- 
demptions for ope whole month, because when 
the redemption was begun the agency was in no 
proper shape for the work. Experience shows 
that $10,000,000 per month can be disposed of 
by the present force of experts, or an aggregate 
of $120,000,000 per annum, making kK possible to

WITCHCRAFT. 
A Witch Trial in the Fourteenth Cen- 
tary.

Perbaps it would 
be possible to improve the story it tells by throw- 
ing it into another shape. But it 1s also possi- 
ble that such a process might effectually destroy 
its value as an iliustration of manners and su- 

ion 600 years ago. ’ 
We will suppose that our readers have paid a 
to the Chatelet—the Old Bailey of 
Paris—on Saturday, the 30th of July, 
1390. Originally erected a8 8 tete de 
pont, to cover the entrance of 
the Bridge au Change, it consisted of a square 
seop, With turrets at the angles. Through its 
yeatre, straight to the bridge, ran @ Darrow pass- 
age, With heavy gates at its extremitics. Lhe 
‘ast crumbling remains of the Chatelet were re- 
moved in 1792. But 400 vears earlier, though it 
was then so ancient that the date of its founda- 
tion had passed out of memory, it was still for- 
nidavle. Liketany another old fortification, 
the course of time, in removing 1t from the out- 
ikiris of the city to the centre, bad turned it into 
sprison. Having surveyed 18 massy walls aud 
rrim old battlements, we penetrate through a 
gumber of gloomy corridors to the Grieche, or 
moman’s cell. It is a low, vaulted cham- 
ver of cousiderable extent,—dim, damp, 
and unclean exceedingly.

The last aph, which we have borrowed 
pretty exactly from the record, seems very Jegal 
and logical. But we beg to assure our readers 
that it meant absolutely nothing. We have gone 
over nearly 100 reports of trials which took 

lace at the Chatelet about this period, without 

nding a single rustance in which resort was not 
had to the question. 

Margot was put tothe question forthwith, ‘‘ on 
the little bed and the great one,” but not another 
word could be drawn from her. Sbe was then 
released, chafed, as usual, in the kitchen, 
and then relegated to her cell. So far she 
had reason to consider herself safe. There was 
no decisive evidence against her. She thought 
she could trust her accomplice to keep silence, 
and the old sinner had not the smallest doubt 
concerning her owa firmness, 

On Monday, Aug. 1, the Court reassembled. 
There were present six members, two of whom 
had not appeared at the former sitting. This 
time I’Estallee was produced for examination, 
and with her several dumb, but rather danger- 
ous witnesses, consisting of one or two dried 
herbs, a piece of moss, and a lock of hair, which 
had been found in her box, She, too, was re- 
quired to give an account of her former hfe in 
the first instance. The woss, sne stated, had 
beep given her as a souvenir by a former 
paramour, an English Squire, who had 
gathered it with his own hands by the 
brink of a well where, neccing to tra- 
dition, a virgin had been beheaded. It was sup- 
posed to contain certain mystic virtues, and in 
return therefor sbe had given the Squire a lock 
of ber hair, for which scarcely as much could be 
said. One would have thought that such a token 
was hardly of the kind to pass between people 
like taese ; but such were the good old times. 

Coneerning Hainsellin, l'Estailee was suf- 
ficiently diffuse, She declared without the 
smaliest reserve, or regard for womanly or legal 
decorum, and to the very beards of those * most 
potent, grave, and reverend signiors,” that she 
had loved, still loved, and would continue to 
love him better than any man in the world, and, 
as sbe added with vehement passion, “ better 
than any man that ever could be born into the 
world.” The tuft of hair was his. Once onatime 
when he was leaving her, as she thought, far too 
soon, she tried to arrest him in a playful way. 
She seized his hood by one of the corners; he 
pulled against ber, and thus the thing was torn 
off, and with it these hairs. He escaped for the 
time ; but she wrapped up the hairs in the frag- 
ment of red cloth, and put the packet away 
among the things which she valued most. 

She denied that she had ever gathered any 
herbs for magica! purposes, or that she had ever 
uttered a threat concerning Hainsellin. She ad 
mitted that his marriage bad grieved her exceed- 
ingly—mozre, far more, than anything that nad 
ever before befallen ber. And she admitted hav- 
ing said that ne would have reason to rue the 
day—not as a threat, but because she knew full 
well that never, never more would he find any 
woman in this world to sacrifice herse!f for bim 
as she had done. ‘This was allthat she had to 
say, and she was sent back to her cell. 

The Court was by this time increased to 
eleven,—tbe five fresh members probably havy- 
ing been ali attracted to the Cuatelet by the 
upusual interest which the tral began to assume. 
A good deal of discussion among the Judges fol- 
lowed the departure of Marion. its very length 
shows that it was not altogeiber unfavorable to 
ber.

And sbe closed as 
oat av oration as was ever delivered under such 
cucumstances with an appeal to the Court of 
Parbament. 

Such an appeal, even from such lips, was not 
to be disregarded, The work of torture was 
suspended, and notice of the appeal was traps- 
mitted to the body concerned, whieb, as 1% hap- 
pened, was sitting at that moment. The message 
received prompt attention, and tbe messengers— 
the honorable and learned Master Pie re Les- 
clot, and the merely learved Master Guiliaume 
Porel, both members of the Court of Parlia- 


ment, as well as che Court of the Chatelet— were | 


sent back on the instant, wita full powers to de- 
cide as to the validity of the appeal. So quickly 
was all this done, that the examination was re- 
sumed and carried through the remainder of the 
stage that same day. Ciearly old French iaw bad 
not yet put on those tedious forms of which 
Hamlet complains so bitterly. ; 

Her appeal beimg disallowed, Marion was 
placed on the rack—but no further confession 
could be drawn from her. Sane was then re- 
moved, and Margot was brougbt up from the 
Grieche, and tortured for the third time. The 
old tavern-keeper, however, proved no more 
vielaing than heretofore, and the Court ad- 
iouned. 

The next day !Estallee was ordered to be 
questioned by water. This torture was much 
the same in 1390 as when it was witnessed by 
Evelyn, in the same place,in 1651. Here,ac- 
cording to the diamst of Say’s Court, the wrists 
of the malefastor were bound with a strong 
rope, or smaii cable, to an iron ring in the wali, 
about 4 feet from the floor. Then his feet were 
fastened with another cable ** about 5 toot far- 
ther than bis utmost length, to another ring on 
the floor of the room. thus suspended, yet 
lying but aslant, they slid an horse of wood un- 
der the rope that bound bis feet, which so ex- 
ceedingly stiffened it as served the fullow’s 
— in miserable sort, drawing him out at 


ength in an extraordinary manner, he 
having only a pair of iimen drawers 
on bis naked body. Then they ques- 


tioned, which not confessing, they put 4 higher 
horse under the rope, to increase the torture and 
extension. Inthis agouy, confessing nothing, 
the executioner with a hborn—just such as they 
drench borses with—stuck tne end of it into his 
mouth, and poured the quantity of two buckets 
of water down his throat and over him, which 
80 prodigiously swelled him, as would have pitied 
and afirighted any one to see. ae repre- 
sented to me the intolerable sufferings which 
our Blessed Savior must needs undergo when 
His body was hanging with all its weight upon 
the Cross.” The torture chus faithfully describ- 
ed was 80 terrible that few ever endured it be- 
yond the first stage, and so it happened in this in- 
stance. Before a single drop of water could 
be poured upon ber, Marion was van- 
quished by her sufferings, avd entreated 
to be released, promising to teil all. 
Her desire was complied with. “ Then,” 
writes the greffier, with nauseous affecta- 
tion of mildness, ** without the slightest con- 
straint of the gehenne,”—the appropriate name 
by which judicial torture was known,—** she 
confessed all that she had ever practiced of 
philtre or witchcraft.”’ 

¥ our months, or thereabouts, before, she and 
Marion la Dayme, a Fleming, and a daughter of 
sin like herself. ** being together drinking and 
discoursing of their lovers,” she, |’Estallec, 
held forth in praise of Hainsellin as the dearest, 
tenderest, most lovable sweetheart in the world. 
La Daymé was equally warm in eulogizing one 
Jehan de Savoy, who beld the honorable post of 
tailor to the Duchess of Touraine. As thus 
they conversed, the Fleming communicated a 
secret whereby a lover might be made more lov- 
ing. The greffier has given it at full ieagth, and 
like other such secrets it is perfectivy vile and 
disgusting. But l'Estallee was a daughtér of 
sin, and Sesiies infatuated to insanity with 
Hainsellin. She therefore put it immediately in 
practice, though with utmost feirness, since she 
applied it to herself also. Thus she gave good 
proof of the exce*s of passion that possessed 
her—by desiring to render it still more excegs- 
jve. The utter worthlessness of the stuff was 
soon apparent. In a day or two it came to ber 
kuowledge that Hainsellin was aflianced to 
another; and worse still, that the wedding-day 
was at baod, Thenshe hastened to la Barre— 
the prime confidsnte of this, the amour of her 
life—in a state of frenzy. The hag attempted 
to soothe her life with old saws, dwelling 
et pecially on one which said that no good ever 
came of a a between two ribaids,t from 
which it would seem that Hainsellin had 
promised to wed his amie. As usual, wise 
saw failed to curb wild passion, and the tavern- 
keeper was compelled to resort te another de- 
vice.

Here, as often in the course of this report, the 
dull, dry greftier becomes a most aiiractive 
story-telier, It is umintentionaliy indeed; he 
merely gives the more important items of the 
evidence in the usual matter-ef-fact style of 
such people, But the details, like all those into 
which buman feeling enters deeply, possess an 
interest of their own which needs no aids from 
the artilices of style. 

The confession went on to relate how on the 
morpving of the Sunday, when her amie was to 
wed, Marion rose early; how, sittlog sadly by 
her lattice, she saw Hainsellin pass, and saluted 
him; how, when the marriage hour drew nigh, 
she felt constrained to go aud witness the proces-

not attempt to guess, uutil the ceremony was 
over; how, when it was over, she stepped for- 
ward before the company, with that stoicism 
which intepsest passion can 80 straugely assume, 
and saluted the pair, ** Lien et doucement ;" Low 
afterwards she accompanied the party back to 
the hosteiry of Alencon, where it was to speud 
the day in revelry ; and bow, quitting it at the 
door of the hostulry, she returned to her lovely 
cham ber. 

Jo Marion that day was emphaticaily the day 
of darkness, which, according to Old-World 
superstition, everybody is compelied to undergo 
at least once in hfe; & miserable day, a terribie 
day, a day of impotent fury, hopeiess sorrow, 
and withering remorse, every one of whose inci- 
dents burns its impression deep into the mem- 
ory. 

In her chamber I|'Estallee remained for hours, 
brooding over guiliv woes, and writuing under 
the lashes of the Furies. There, in the very 
focus of human suffering, she sat, the realiza- 
tion of the picture 50 poweyfully painted in the 
*Giaour ": 

Darkness above, despair beneath, 
Around der flame, within Aer death. 


“* Two hours after midday” she bethought her 
of the promise of ja Barre, and hurried to the 
Rue F:ioidmantel, where she conducted herself 
as One possessed, wringing ber hands, gesturing 
wildiy, rending her hair and ber garments, and 
seuding forth tierce complaints which were not 
altogether without foundation. From the evi- 
dence it appears that Hainsellin dealt with ber 
as such scoundrels deal with such women. He 
bad used her money as unscrupulousiy as her 
aifections. He was even indebted to her for his 
life. ln a aangerous illness, wherein he had no 
one else to loox to and no other shelter for his 
head, she had conveyed bim to her lodging and 
nursed bim berself carefully and tendevriy , back 
to heaith. loor!]Estallee! wicsed she was, and 
immoral in the extreme, but still thoroughiy de- 
voted and seif-sacriticing, excellent in that which 
makes the most excellent quality of woman ; 
who does not pitv her ? 

Having subsided into something like compos- 
ure, Marion was again sworn to seciecy by the 
beidame, apd the garlands were produced. 
‘* Hoiding them in her left hand,” narrated the 
unfortunate, “ she crossed them wub her right, 
while she muttered over them some words too 
low forme to hear. Thea sbe handed them to 
me with these direetions: ‘Go tothe hosielry 
where tbe marriage-feast is heid, and when you 
see the married coupie join in the dance, make 
some ercuse—suci as stooping to tie your shoe, 
or to pick up something you bave dropped— 
whieh will enable you to place the gailauds in 
their way without exciting attention. If you so 
manage that they shall tread upon them, I prom- 
ise you that your wish shall be accomplished.’ ”’ 

Here, as Marion asserted, she was seized with 
ascruple. Sbe, whose life was one round of 
mortal] sin, actually shrank from imperiling her 
precious soul by following the iwetructions of 
the ogress. That the scruple was real we 
do not doubt; over and over again have we 
witnessed the hke. But when Margot answered 
her that the garlands were, and would remain, 
pertectiy harmless to every one but the bride- 
vroom apd the bride, ber scruples evaporated, 
apd she consented to go through with the sor- 
Cory. 

Concealiag the things bepeath her dress, Ma- 
rion hastened to the festive seene. There she 
found the: company footing it with plebeian 
vigor. And there, thanks to the easy manners 
of the period, she found no difficulty in join- 
ing the dance, having a partmer whom the 
greffiier has not forgotten to describe with ex- 
ceuciating precision as One-Eyed Thomas, a fa- 
miliar servant of the Duke of Touraine. And 
here we must pause to protest against that 
habit peculiar to the law, which will persist im 
taking advantage of the trial of a thorough-paced 
scoundrel, to consign to immortality all the more 
unpleasant peculiarities of respectable people. 

to the course of the evening, Marion managed 
to deposit her garlands. Having no further 
business there, she went home to supper; and 
after supper she hastened to the taveru to report 
progress, and be again assured of success. 

The Monday and Tuesday following ** the un- 
fortunate ” spent in an excursion to Montmartre. 
There some gossip respecting the new! v-married 
led her to taimk that the spell bad failed. Sae 
returned, therefore, to Paris exceedingly down- 
cast, to be reassured by a report—a true 
one, a8 it happened—that bride and 
bridegroom were ill, tne latter alarm- 
ingly.

Being questioned still further of the imvoca- 
tion of fiends,—a matter concerning which the 
Judges displayed au extremely puerile curiosity, 
—she replied by relating & circumstance which 
had occurred some twenty-four years before. 
‘+ Being in the fields under Montmartre, with a 
dauchter of sin like myself, we began to tell of 
our levers. Then this girl, who wasa Fleming, 
but whose pame I have forgotien, taught 
me bow to invoke the devil. And then 
and there @id I invoke him as she instructed, 
crying out ‘Devil, guard and aid me and my 
lover (whom I named), so that he may never 
love any but myself!’ When I had spoken, 
somebody, whom I could not see, replied, and in 
my terror [ ranand hid myself in a little hut 
that had been constructed with turf and bram- 
bles.” 

Concerning the Satanio portion of the old 
tavern-keeper’s confession, it is but right to re- 
mark that her Judges had evidently made up 
their minds that something of the kind must 
have occurred, and that they were as evidently 
determined to tear that something from her 
lips, even though they should rack her asunder 
in the process. ‘The victim of herown cunring 
and sordidness saw clearly that her fate was de- 
cided, and, to preserve her wretched limbs from 
unnecessary suffering, she concocted the stories 
whose outlines we have given. 

On Sunday, Margot was re-examined alone ; 
and, on Monday, in company with Marion. She 
was found to adhere steadily to ber confession : 
nor did her companion recall aught that she had 
paid. 

Finally, on Thureday, the 9th of Angust, the 
pair were brought up for judgment. The Court 
was a full one, numbering fall twenty members. 
They were uvanimous in condemning la Barre to 
be exposed in the pillory, and then burned as a 
witch. With respect to |’Kstallee, there was a 
difference of opinion. Five of her Judges would 
fain have substituted banishment for the fatal 
penalty; but, as three-fourths of the assembled 
sages voted for death, the mercifui intentions 
of the minority were frustrated. The sen- 
tence was executed on the instant. Years bad 
yet toelapse before the exertions ofa great 
penitent, wbo, in his day, had been a mighty 
sinner, Pierre Craon, could succeed in procuring 
for criminals condemned to death the solace of- 
fered by religion. ‘lhe two, therefore, were hur- 
ried from the judgment-hall to the pillory, and 
thence to the stake and their long account, — 

Unhouseled, unanointed, unaneled : 
No reckoning made, 
With all their imperfections on their head. 

Asto Hainsellin Planete, who repaid the sac- 
rifices and nd himself of the importunities of a 
devoted mistress by doing her to death, no fur- 
ther mention is made of him.—Znglish Maga- 
zine.

‘It appears from these figures that the aggre- 
gate immigration for the nine months of this 
year 18 103,283 less than for the same period of 
last year. The Russian immigration is 6,225 
against 4.100 for 1873. This large increase is 
due to the exit from Russia of the Mennonites, 
who aré a valuable class of agricultural porula- 
tion for us to receive, France bas sent us 2,117 
emigrants against 1,895 last year. From Ger- 
many the movement has been more interrupted 
than even in England. The arrivals this year 
were ony 32,652 against 79.687 for the first nine 
months of 1873, 132,705 for the whole year 1872, 
38,601 for the vear 1869, 101,989 for the year 
1868, 117,591 for the year 1867, and 106,716 for 
the year 1366.” 

A large part of this falling off the writer at- 
tributes to the efforts of the British and Ger- 
many Goveroments to keep the working classes 
from leaving their country.

UNE. But, though not surprised, and though, 
as a State, we have aitracted and secured a fe “ 
bundred thousand of thrifty and conten 
ed citizens, we beseech of yoa a cessation of the 
ptatements, so frequently appearing, tothe effect 
that Kansas’ poor are in a state of desti- 
tution, suffering, and neglect. You are bound 
to regard the statements of our own people about 
these matters; to disregard them is to slander. 
A calamity has befallen Kansas, by no means 
severe, or beyond her convenient ability to rem- 
edy. A huodred thousand dollars was quickly 
placed at the service of such as might be in 
want; no hand has yet been presented for sup- 
plies, and it is thought that no more than a smal! 
extra help will be required, if any atall. If 
Chicago’s benevolence 1s greater than the cries 
of Chicago’s poor, it is well, and, when we have 
need, wé will ask; but we protest against being 
published as acommunity of paupers, avd de- 
pendent upon the world’s charity. Taunting and 
jeering was not the treatment that Chicago re- 
ceived in the hour of hercalamity. Very re- 
spectfiluy, F. W. GILEs.

The extent of damage done by the insects has 
been very great in this section of country, as we 
were situated in the centre of their ravages. So 
much hes been said and written about 
thom, that it would be unnecessary 
for me to enter into any detail as 
to—_—scltiheir numbers and ravages. I 
would only add that I should not tor a moment 
doubt the truth of their being capable of stop- 
ping trains, as has been reported to us from dif- 
ferent parts of Minnesota. Having been a resi- 
dent of Chicago up to within seven moaths, | 
can very easily imagine how strange it would 
have seemed to have told me that grasshoppers 
would cover the ground eeveral inches deep, 
and at the same time the sun would fairly be 
darkened from the millions that were overbead. 
But it did not seem so strange to see them light 
upon & 40-acre corn-field, and leave it bare in 
about three hours. I might safely say thax 
thousands are suffering for want of food and 
clothing, and there are several in our 
neighborhood who sre looking to the county 
for support. I was quite indignant at seeing an 
article in Tae TRIBUNE, of the 18th of Septem- 
ber, I think, in which a letter was writteo from 
a gentieman in Pacola, Kan., toa party in your 
city, in which be stated that the hoppers had 
been a benefit instead of injury to the country, 
—his main ent being that the farmers 
saved their corn-fodder, which otherwise is lost. 
Our fodder was lost, for the hoppers entered the 
shucks and ate them. But may be the gentle- 
man would prefer fodder tocorn. I hope that 
the committee appointed in your city for the 
purpose of raising food and clothing for these 
people will succeed in their undertaking. As- 
suring them that the sufferings are really 
great, and help is mucb needed, I remain, very 
respectfully, Ep SEIBERT, JR.

NEBRASEA. 
4 STATEMENT BY GEN. BRISBIN. 

Gen. James 8. Brisbin, U. S. A., addressed the 
Louisville Board of Trade, Oct. 31, on the sub- 
ject of the suffering in Nebraska. He said : 


There are in tbe western part of the State of Ne- 
braska 10,000 people who are in danger of starvation 
from the loss of their crops by grasshoppers. . .. 

_Of the great necessity of thousands of people in 
Nebraska there cannot be a doubt, I lately traveled in 
a Luggy Over the stricken region and saw for myself 
the deplorable condition of the inhabitants, 

Almost the first cabin I entered I founda y- 
haired woman and her daughter, a young y, at 
dinner, and all in the world these poor women had 
was a watermelon cut in two and some little pieces of 
orn aguas spans be one pint of flour in the 

ouse, not a mout of meat, potatoes, sugar, 
coffee, or anything else, At Arrapahoe, a little town 
in Furnas County, Nehb,, I called at the house of a Mr. 
Harvey, and talked with a young girl whose mother I 
had heard was very bad off. said: “ Mother is 
a widow, and has four children. Father has been 
dead ten years. My mother lives on a homestead of 
160 acres, bear Arrapahoe, We put in tenor eleyen 
acres of corn, but the grasshoppers eat it all up, We 
had a few potatoes—a bushel or two, perhaps, We 
live in a dug-out. Mother washes when we can get 
worktodo, She gets 75 cents a week for washing. 
She is sickly. She needs shoes. She has now no 
work, We are very poor.” Then the poor girl broke 
down under the load of poverty and pain, and I 
could get nothing more out of her, She 
was modest, gentile, and sensible, and seemed to 
feel er unfortunate position in which her fam- 
ily were placed, Mr. Harvey informed Mr. Schnider 
the mother of this young girl was in delicate health, 
and that there was literally noth in the house, Mr. 
Alber said he thought this woman had no bed or furni- 
ture, and he doubted if they had food. 

While at the keeper of @ little store told 
the following pitiful story of want: 

“ The other day, as I was eating my dinner in the 
room behind the store, where my wife and I live, a 
little girl came into the store, and my wife invited her 
tocome in and be seated until I had done, when I 
would wait on her. I noticed the child looked wist- 
fully at the table, and, as I passed out, saw the tears 
roling down her cheeks, I asked her what was the 
matier, but she would not tellme, I told my wife to 
find out what ajled the ghild, and went out, closing the 
door bebind me. The little girl then confessed to my 
wife sbe was hungry, and said she ha? not tasted food 
tor forty-eight hours, and that her mother and little 
sister were at home in the same condition. We gave 
her dinner, and sept some food to her mother.” 

I visited the family of the little girl just mentioned, 
and the following is the story of the mother: 

“‘T have two children, both girla, the eldest aged 5 
years and the ya 2 years. y husband is a la- 
borer, but finds it hard to get work now. He came 
here with some money, bought a lot, and commenced 
to build a house and a mill, The house is unfinished, 
I live in the school-house, which a Director has kind! 
allowed me to occupy until after my confinement, 
have about fifty pounds of flour on hand and one- 
quarter of a pound of tea, We have no stock or fowls 
of any kind. My children have no stockings or shoes. 
I have had about $50 to liveon since A last. I have 
one decent dress, a calico. We raised no crops; the 
grasshoppers ate up everything. I have no one to take 
care of me when I am sick. I wish I had some red 
flannel for the children. I have picked up some old 
scraps and rags and made clothing for my baby, I 
have less than ever before, but can get along if we only 
have enough to eat.” 

By the roadside I saw a cabin, and around the door 
a group of half-naken children. I stopped to see who 
lived there, and a poor woman told me this concerning 
her condition and that of her family : 

‘*T have four children, aged 7, 6, and 3 years, and a 
baby 7 months old. My husband has gone to Iowa to 
see if he can get help for us from fnends there. The 
grasshoppers eat up all we had. I have 40 pounds of 
flour and 10 cents’ worth of tea, but nothingelse. We 
have no stock, The children have had no meat, 
have no coffee or sugar. Inurse baby. My milk is 
drying up. Mr. McCoy got me the flour on credit, and 
he would pay for it bimeelf if I could not, I do not 
know where Ican get any more when that is out. 
None of the children have shoes or underclothing. 
They have one dress apiece, I have a pair of oid 
shoes, but no stockings or underclothing. My baby 
boy has no stockings, shoes, or underclothing, and but 
one old calico wrapper. Iaminwant. My cabin is 
very open and cold at night, My name is Mrs, Mary 
Duncan.” 

At another place an old farmer said to me: 

“The grasshoppers have destroyed all my crops, 
and I have a family of eight children, my wife, mother, 
and myeelf. I had out twelve acresof corn, rye, and 
potatoes, We have 120 pounds of flour sent us by Mr. 
Paddock. None of the children have shoes. My wife 
has no shoes and hardly any clothing. My daughter 
Eustatia has gone to Lincoln to hunt work, She is 19 
years old. She is a good girl, and we did not like to 
see her go, but what can we poor peovle do to help our- 
selves, I wish some kind lady of your society would 
look after my daughter. If I thougat I could get seed 
intbe epringto plant another crop I would tace it 
throu this winter. I have an excellent piece of 
land.’ 

A lady of rare intelligence, living in a little cabin, 


"said to me: 


‘““We have been out here two years, and came 
IiL We live op 4 


can never be grateful enough to our 

or repay their kindness in helping us out. It is un- 
pleasant to accept charity, but the truth is, we are in 
great need, and many more families are just as bad off 
a8 my own,”’ 

I entered another cabin by the road and found a lit- 
tle girl, scarcely 10 years old, keeping her brothers and 
sisters. In reply to inquiries she said : 

“My mother and father are out haying for a neigh- 
bor, There are five children of us, I am the oldest. 
We have a little flour in the barret. Father had a pig, 
but he killed it and we ate it all up longago. Father 
says,‘ When the flour is out: we will starve;’ but 
mother says, ‘God will take care of us.’ Our neigh- 
bor, Mrs, Winters, is as badly off as ourselves, and 
Mr, Foster is worse off. We have no shoes nor stock- 
ings. We have one dress apiece, Mother has no 
shoes, Father.and mother are out working to get $ 
to pay Mr. Austin, We owe him that much, and father 
says it must be paid. We have no sugar, tea, or 
coffee, nor anything to eat but flour, and we are thank- 
ful for that,” 

Gentlemen, I might mention a dozen or a hundred 
other instances of the poverty and suffering I saw, but 
these will suffice, So far as lay im my power, I re- 
lieved the wanta of the families [‘visitea, and then has- 
tened back to Omaha to lay the condition of these poor 
people before the authorities and the napa Omaha 
rallied at once and sent relief, For six weeks the peo- 
ple of Nebraska have been feeding the unfortunates. 
It requires $40,000 a menth to feed and clothe them, 
and of course Nebraska unaided cannot carry such a 
load. I do not believe in making Congress an alms- 
house for the nation’s poor,and I think the right 
thing to do in this case is for the generous people of 
the North to give from their abundance enough to 
feed and clothe the destitute Nebraskians until they 
C&D raise crops and take care of themselves. 

In an address at Cincinuati on the same sup- 
ject, Gen. Brisbin said: ‘‘There are 10.000 destitute 
to be fed from now/until the crops grow again. To 
feed, clothe, and warm these wiil require at least 
$4 each per month for seven or eight months, a 
sum equal to $280,000 or $300,000. Not to seed 
the people would be to leave them where we 
found them,—withbout any means of living,—and 
we must therefore give them seed to plant in the 
spring. This wili require $100,000 more.”

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An American and His Sevolver in 
London.

No 
one was burt, although the promenade was 
crowded. Mr. Abrams, on the part of the de- 
fendant, said that it was purely an accident. 
The prisoner was in the habit of carrying a re- 
volver about in Ameriea, and on comivg to En- 
pane he had forgotten to leave off the custom. 

n getting his handkerchief out of his pocket he 
had accidently fired the revolver. A gentleman 
came forward and gave the prisoner a good cbar- 
acter. Mr. Flowers said that he was inclined to 
Lelieve that it was only an accident, although he 
had heard that Americans sometimes fired at an 
adversary through their pockets. He should, 
therefore, merely order prisoner to enter into bis 
own recognizances in the sum of £40, and find 
one surety in £20 for his futare good behavior.

| LOCAL MISCELLANY. 


THE LAW LIBRARY. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago Law In- 
stitute was held yesterday afternoon, in the 
rooms of the institution, in the City-Hall build- 
ing. W. C. Goudy oecupied the chair. 

Mr. Cooper moved that a Committee of Five 
be appointed to nominate officers for the ensu- 
ing year. The Chair appointed the following: 
Messrs. Cooper, Tree, Avar, Pence, and Stiles. 

The Committee then retired to eonsider their 
nominations. 

The Chairman announced that annual reports 


from the officers of the Institute were in order. 
THE SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

The following is the substance of the report 
of Mr. J. L. High, the Secretary: 

Since the last annual meeting, held Nov. 3, 1873 
there have been twenty-seven additions to the ni m- 
bership of the Institute by new subscriptions, and fif- 
teen certificates of stock have been issued, The shares 
of stock of twenty-five members have been forfeited to 
the Institute, in accordance with Sec. 16 of the by- 
laws, for non-payment of dues and assessments, first 
and second notices of forfeiture having been duly 
served by the Treasurer, and the delinquent list hav- 
ing been by him reported tothe Secretary. The ac- 
tual membership of the Institute at this date is 320. 

During the fiscal year the Secretary has drawn upon 
the Treasurer fifty-nine orders, numbered from 101 to 
159 inclusive, forthe payment of obligations incurred 
by the Institute, the corresponding vouchers for which 
are submitted, These orders amount in the aggregate 
tq the sum of $4,802.42, of which amount $2,846.89 has 
been expended for books, the remainder being for 
miscellaneous expenses, such as salary of Assistant 
Librarfan, insurance, repairs, etc, [The usual docu- 
ments, list of names of persons for whom orders were 
drawn, etc., accompanied the report.) 

In conclusion, the Secretary begs leave to congratu- 
late the Institute upon its present prosperous condi- 
tion, and to express his confidence that ite future 
prosperity and success are well assured by its record 
for the last three years, 
The report was accepted and adopted. 

THE LIBRARIAN, 
Mr. Julius Rosenthal, made the following report: 
The whole number of volumes added to the Hbrary 
of the Chicago Law Institute since the last yearly 
meeting amounts to 577, consisting of English and 
American text-books, digests, statutes, periodicals, and 
English and American reports, All the law books of 
any note published during the year have been added 
as soon as they appeared, and the already large list of 
legal periodicals has been materially increased. The 
total number of books in our library is 6,135, among 
which there are about 2,370 volumes of American re- 
porte, and 926 English, Irish, and Scotch ; 218 volumes 
of American statutes, sand 331 volumes of 
session laws, 1,131 volumes of text-booksa, 167 
volumes of digests, and 222 bound volumes of legal 
periodicals, As to American Reports, we have all, ex- 
cept about 30 exceedingly scarce volumes, for 
which erders are outstanding. M may not 
be uninteresting to you wo learn that, 
according to Mr, Guernsey’s statistics, in 1826—the 
time when the first volume of Kent’s Commentaries 
was published—there were in existence about 600 voi- 
umes of Reports, both English and American, In 
1839, there were about 536 American Reports alone. In 
1573, the number of American Reports had increased 
to about 2,346 volumes, and, during the year 1873, 
ninety-eight volumes of American Reporte were pub- 
lished. We are still deficient in original editions of 
English Reports, as also in regard to the statute laws 
of several of the States. We have succeeded in secur- 
ing a complete set of the Philadelphia Law Library ; 
a department of works on civil law, legal biography, 
and constitutional law and history—English and 
American—has been again opened—a good commence- 
ment being already made, All the later. and latest, 
English works on eivil law will be found in our 
schedule, 

The following books have been lost during the year : 
Wagner’s Missouri Statutes, two volumes; Cooley's 
Constitutional Limitations, one wolume; Biackweli on 
Tax-Titles, one volume; Dillon on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, the second volume. 

A notice published in the Legal News for the return 
of those books was of no efiect. Orders are eutsetand- 
ing for a full set of the Law Journal! Reports; the new 
series of the Jurist; a full set of the Weekly Reporter ; 
a duplicate set of Illinois Reports; and other works 
which, if they arrive, will exhaust the balance of our 
treasury. 

Our thanks are due to the following donors: J. L. 
High,for his valuable treatise on “Extraordinary Reme- 
dies”; H. C. Whitney, for an account of the “ Burch 
Divoree Case”; H. B. Hurd, for the Revised Statutes 
of Lilinois, which could not have otherwise been ob- 
tained for many months; the Librarian of Congress, 
for a catalogue of the Congressional Law Library; 8. 
D. Puterbaugh, for cepies of his treatises on 
Law and Chancery, Pleading and (Practice; 
the New York Library fora very valuable catalogue of 
the books in that inetitution; J. B. Bradwell for legal 
documents; J.D, Ward for a revision of United 
States Law, an extended notice of which has already 
appeared in the Legal News. 

In conclusion, I urge the assessment of $15 on each 
share of stock, for the ensuing year, to cover the run- 
ning expenses of the library, aud fill up the depart- 
ments that are incomplete. 
This report was also adopted.

NEBRASKA RELIEF. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Chicago branch of the Nebraska Relief and Aid 
Society was called for 3 o'clock yesterday in the 
office of the Secretary of the Board of Trade. A 


quorum not assembling, the meeting was not 


l-organized. The branch has been two weeks in 


existence, and their solicitations for money and 
supplies already aggregate in value about $6,000. 
The movement originated in the Board of Trade 
by reason of the knowledge of the destitution 
caused among the farmers by the chinch-bugs 
and grasshoppers. E. O. C. Ord, Major-General 
commanding the Military Department of 
the Platte, who is Chairman of the 
Nebraska State Society, has been instructed 
from Washington to assist in the distribution of 


supplies, and in contributing to the relief of the 
settlers in every wayin bis power. The extent 
of the destitution in Nebraska is hardly realized. 
Gen. Ord has reported to the branch here that 
the bodies of people who died of starvation have 
been found by his men in their marches, and 
men and women have been discovered whose 
only means of subsistence for weeks has been 
clothing, which they gnawed at as rats do.

TEMPERANCE. 

The Ladies’ Cook County Temperance Union 
met in the chapel of the Methodist Church Block 
y esterday afternoon at 8 o'clock, about 150 being 
present. In the absence of the President, Mrs. 
George Rounds occupied the chair. The meet- 
ing opened with singing, reading of the 46th 
P.salm, and prayer by Mrs. Van Osdell. 

On motion, a committee of three, consisting 
of Mrs. Wirts, Mrs. Van Osdell, and Mrs. Hobbs, 
was appointed to wait upon Mayor Colvin and 
request him to enforce the ordinance prohibiting 
the sale of liquor on election-day. 

After the Committee had departed on their 
mission, the ladies spent a few moments in of- 
fering silent prayer that their errand might be 
crowned with success. 

After the singing of “ Rock of Ages,” Mrs. F. 
E. Griffuth, of Mt. Union, O., was called upon, 
and said she bad more to say to women than to 
men. God bad a wonderful work for the women 


of America to accomplish. Women were pe- 
culiarly adapted to work of a reformatory char- 


yes- 


acter; they had a nameless something about 
them that gave them faith in God and humanity. 
Men made promises to women quicker than to 
men, and kept them better. God had instituted 
this temperance reform, and when He did so He 
not only meant the eradication of the giant evil, 
but wanted to show to woman that the work 
of the world did not all belong tomen. It was 
wrong for women to sit down and spend their 
lives in idle sorrow. If they prayed for the ex- 
termination of intemperance they must also work 
for it. God worked through His spirit and au- 
man instrumentality combined. When they read 
of noble-hearted missionaries going to heathen 
lands, it appeared to be a grand and holy 
achievement, but they forgot the heathen ail 
around them athome. When they consecrated 
themselves to the Lord they must give Him 
their work also. It might prove a cross to many. 
but it would be across twined with flowers and 
crowned with immortelles. 

Dared they think that every day 160 graves 
were filled with drunkards, and not lift up 
their hands to stay the progress of that 
stupendous curse? Mrs. riffeth here 
related several interesting incidents of the eru- 
sade movement in Ohio, and said the crusade 
movement bad had ite day, and bad accomplish- 
ed its work. In two States 800 ‘ saloonists ”’— 
—she called them—had been converted, and now 
those who had not listened in merey must listen 
in judgment. Astothe work in Chicago, she 
said publie sentament must be worked up: 
pledges should be circulated; young ladies 
should eombine, and organize, aud go down 
through the dark valley of old-maidenhood 
rather than accept the attentions of a man who 
drank, and thus they would become a power in 
the land. She also spoke strongly against the 
use of fermented wines at the communion-table, 
and the use of liquors in cooking. Many a 
drunkard had been made so at home. If the 
women would but work, she said, God would be 
with them. 

During Mrs. Griffeth’s ‘‘ talk,” the Committee 
appointed to wait upon Mayor Colvin arrived, 
and at this point reported that the Mayor had 
already issued a proclamation ordering the en- 
forcement of the ordinance to-day, and that he 
apprehended no drunkenness. 

Mother Stuart related a few anecdotes of eru- 
sade life in Ohio, and indorsed the opinions of 
Mrs. Griffeth on the use of fermented wines at 
the sacrament. 

A rising vote of thanks was then tendered to 
Mrs. Stuart for her presence and labors in Chi- 
cago. After giving a notice of the temperance 
maes-meeting in the evening, the following 
women’s pledge was then read by the Secretary, 
and a number of siguatures affixed, making 220 
in all: 

We, the undersigned, women of Chicago, severally 
pledge ourrelves, in integrity and bonor before God, 
to abetain from the use and traffic in all intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage, and that we wil not in any way 
offer the same to others to be soused ; and we further 
solemnly covenant befere God henceforth to work and 
and pray for the suppression of intemperance as a 
sin against God and man, and that in this work we 
will use such means, and forward such measures, as 
God shall direct through the Holy Spirit im auswerto 
prayer. 

The meeting then adjourned.

CRIMINAL COURT. 

Judge Booth—The November term opened, with 
Judge Booth, of the Circuit Court, and ex-officio 
Judgeof the Criminal Court, on the Bench.—The 
Grand and Petit Juries were impaneled.

THE TUNNEL CABLE. 

At last Chicago-like her rivals, New York and 
London—is to have a submarine eable. It is to 
be laid in the new tunnel, which is now complet- 
ed, and out of which the water is kept only un- 
til the cable shall be laid. The subject was first 
broached some two years ago, when Col. Wilson, 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, in a 
letter to Mayor Medill, suggested that before the 
new tunnel was closed a submarine cable should 
be run through, which should connect the erib 
with the Water-Works, the City-Hall, and the 
United States Signal-Service Department,—the 
latter for the benefit of commerce, as in case of 
an approaching storm a flag could be raised at 
the crnb. This letter was afterwards turned 
over to the Board of Public Works. 

Orders have now been issued by E. B. Chand- 
ler, Superintendent of the ico-diewn Telegraph, 
for the carrying out of the ideas and suggestions 
embodied in Col. Wilson’s letter. Advertise- 
ments for sealed proposais for furnishing mate- 
rials were published, and yesterday they were to 
be opened. Only one bid was received, and that 
was from George H. Bliss & Co., of Chicago 
agents for the Bishop Cable Works. Their bi 
specified the manufacture of 10,800 feet of double 
cable; one conductor to be of five and the other 
of seven copper wires, twisted spirally. Each 
conductor is imbedded in the centre of gutta 
percha three-eighths of an inch in diameter ; this 
in turn to be tightly wrapped with tarred hemp, 
the whole making a rope about 1 inch in diam- 
eter. The figure named in the bid was $3, 942. 

The contract will be awarded to these parties 
to-morrow, and the work will probably be com- 
pleted within thirty days. For the present the 
shore end of the cable will connect with the 
Water-Worke only.

The total assessment on National Banks, which
